ANOTHER DAY OF PROFITLESS AND 
FOOLISH TALK. 
SENATOR BUTLER GIVES HIS “ IRREFRAGA- 


BLE EVIDENCE”’ OF A BARGAIN—NOTH- 
ING NEW IN HIS SPEECH—MR. HALE 
REPLIES. 

Wasnineton, April 28.—In the Senate 
to-day, Senator Butler, of South Carolina, re- 
plied to the speech of Senator Frye, made last 
week, in which the latter recited some facts in 
relation to persecutions practiced in the South 
that irritated the Senators from that section. 

Before replying to Mr. Frye’s speech, Sen- 
ator Butler attempted to make good his prom- 
ise of last week to produce evidence to show 
‘that a corrupt bargain had been entered into 
between the Republicans and Senator Mahone. 
The Senator’s evidence, however, was 
no evidence at all, and consisted of 17 conclu- 
sions that he had reached, based on certain 
events that have occurred since the organiza- 
tion of the Senate. The Senator from Vir- 
ginia (Mr. Mahone) had said that no man 
‘could search the human heart. That, Mr. 
‘Butler said, was true; but men were held re- 
sponsible for their acts to society, and it was 
his duty asa Senator to criticise legitimately 
the public acts, the public votes, and public 
utterances of all men who belonged to the pub- 
lic. He made no charge against the Senator 
from Virginia; he had nothing but the kindest 
feeling for that Senator; but when that gentle- 
man and his friends rose and charged the 
Democrats with revolution and treason, it was 
his (Mr. Butler’s) duty, .in vindication of him- 
self; to account for the course which he was 
taking? What were the evidences of a bargain ? 
First, the Senator from Virginia was elected 
to the Senate as a Democrat; second, his pur- 
pose to vote with the Republicans had never 
‘ybeen announced until his vote disclosed that 
fact; third, following that vote he had been 
assigned to the Chairmanship of an important 
committee by the Republican caucus; fourth, 
this had been followed by the nomination of 
Mr. Riddleberger for Sergeant-at-Arms; fifth, 


George C. Gorham, an earnest friend of the 
Senator, haa been nominated as Secretary; 
sixth, he (Mr. Mahone) had appointed 
Mr. Gorham’s brother-in-law as _ clerk 
of his committee; seventh, the nomina- 
tions by the President of Mr. Ma- 
hone’s political friends to Federal offices; 
eighth, the Senator had voted on every motion 
with the Republicans; ninth, by such votes he 
was carrying out the will of the Republican 
caucus; tenth, he had moved his seat to the 
‘Republican side of the Chamber; eleventh, 
the Republican caucus refused to transact 
public business until Gorham and Riddleberger 
were elected; twelfth, the Senator still 
claimed to be a Democrat and voted with the 
Republicans; thirteenth, Riddleberger was 
en avowed Democrat and Repudiationist, 
and, therefore, offensive to the Re- 
ublicans; fourteenth, the Senator from 
hio (Mr, Sherman) avowed that anything 
that would beat down the Democratic Party 
was justifiable; fifteenth, the Democratic 
Senators had been assailed because they voted 
as their consciences dictated, in order to divert 
the attention of the country from an unlawful 
alliance; sixteenth, instead of inviting an in- 
vestigation of the charges, the Senator from 
Virginia and his friends sought to prevent free 
speech and legitimate discussion by threats 
and demonstrations; seventeenth, the reason 
assigned for the coalition was that the Senator 
from Virginia was in favor of a free ballot 
onda fair count. A free ballot and a fair 
count! continued Mr. Butler, when at the last 
election the State of Indiana was colonized 
with negro voters from the South in order to 
nullify and neutralize the Democratic vote of 
that State. 
| Senator Butler next proceeded to defend 
South Carolina against the attack of Senator 
Frye, in the course of which he took occasion 
to read from Mnine newspapers reports of 
criminal acts perpetrated in that State, and 
from thesefattempted to show that there was 
as much crime and lawlessness in Maine as in 
South Carolina. Mr. Hale,in the absence of 
Mr. Frye, briefly replied to Senator Butler, 
and while admitting that Maine was not free 
from the amount and character of crime that 
may be found in all communities, said that the 
difference between Maine and South Carolina 
in this respect was that in the former State 
crime was punished, while in the latter it was 
not. He referred to the Kuklux and other 
other outrages perpetrated in South Carolina 
for political reasons. 

The folly of the debates that daily occur in 
the Senate could have no better illustration 
than is furnished by to-day’s proceedings, 
which were largely made up of reading crimi- 
nal reports published in newspapers of one 
State for the purpose of comparing them with 
similar reports published in another State. 
There was no interest whatever manifested in 
the debate of to-day, and comparatively few 
Senators were in their seats during the deliv- 
ery of the speeches by Messrs. Butler and 
Hale. At the conclusion of Mr. Hale’s speech 
the Senate adjourned until Monday, by which 
time it is hoped that the committee appointed 
by the Republican caucus will be prepared to 
report a plan by which the present humiliating 
gnd profitless controversey will be terminated.

RUMORS WITHOUT FOUNDATION. 
4N ALLEGED PLOT FOR THE REMOVAL OF 
CHIEF-JUSTICE PRINCE, OF NEW-MEXICO. 
Wasnincton, April 28.—A press dis- 
patch from Santa Fé, published to-day, says 
that much excitement prevails there over 
rumors that Chief-Justice L. Bradford Prince 
Is to be removed. The rumors have their 
origin in allegations that ex-Senator Dorsey, 
by the connivance of the Register of the Land 
Office, ‘has secured possession of 12,000 acres 
of the best land and water privileges 
jn Colfax County, New-Mexico, by pushing 
through the Register’s office the preemption, 
homestead, and donation entries of men who 
are not entitled to them or who had not ful- 
filled the requirements;of law, and, after look- 
ing over the patent of such lands, buying them 
up. It is further alleged at Santa Fé that, 
fearing that Judge Prince would expose the 
lot should the metter be brought before 
is court, efforts are being made at Washing- 
ton by ex-Senator Dorsey to secure his re- 
moval from office. Whatever may be the 
truth of the story about the alleged unlawful 
entry of lands by ex-Senator Dorsey, itis not 
true that that gentleman has made any move- 
ment looking to the removal of Judge Prince, 
nor has such a movement been made by any 
persons so far as is known at the Executive 
departments.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
Wasuincton, April 28, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
iemption to-day amounted to $356,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $554,685 46, and from Customs, $129,- 
B78 60. 

The Treasury Department to-day purchased 
410,000 ounces of fine silver for delivery at the 
Ban Francisco, New-Orleans, and Philadelphia 
Mints. 

The President to-day sent to the Senate the 
following nominations: Platt M. Coonley to 


be Postmaster at Coxsackie, N. Y.; Edwin F, 
Tomlinson, Postmaster at Plainville, Conn. 

It is stated on apparently good authority 
that the Republican caucus committee on the 
subject of holding executive sessions, &c., will 
consist of Senators Dawes, Ingalls, Jones of 
Nevada, Cameron of Wisconsin, Hill of 
Colorado, Sewell, and Rollins. 

The Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
at a special meeting to-day, took up the reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Morgan vester- 
jay which proposes to assert that the consent 
of the Uni tates Government is a condi- 
tion precedent to the construction of oe 
teroceanic ship canal. The committee, after a 
brief referred the resolution to 


Senator Burnside as a sub-committee, with 
instructions to examine and report it back to 
the full committee at an early day.

THE STAR ROUTE ROBBERIES. 
INVESTIGATIONS BEING THOROUGHLY MADE— 
NO FAVOR TO BE SHOWN TO THE GUILTY 
OFFICERS. 

Wasnineton, April 28.—No fresh dis- 
closures have been made in regard to the star 
route scandal during the last 24 hours. It 
may be as well, however, to state anew that 
Postmaster-General James is heartily sus- 
tained by the President in the course which he 
is pursuing in reference to this subject, and 
that he also enjoys the active co-operation of 
Attorney-General MacVeagh. It is understood 
that the President, within the last two days, 
has directed Postmaster-General James to con- 
tinue the investigations until the bottom facts 
of the swindle are unearthed, without regard to 
who may be injured by the disclosures that may 


be made. It will thus be seen that the Presi- 
dent, the Postmaster-General, and the Attor- 
ney-General are in entire accord on this most 
important subject. The investigations now in 
progress will necessarily occupy several weeks, 
and it may be the Ist of July before the in- 
spectors, who are engaged under Postmaster- 
General James in making the searches in the 
Second Assistant’s Department, have com- 
pleted their labors and are ready to report to 
the Postmaster-General. The public, however, 
may rest assured that the inquiry will be a 
most thorough and fearless one, and that the 
report which will finally be presented to the 
President will be one in which no favor will be 
shown to the guilty. Mr. James has been 
somewhat hampered thus far by his immediate 
surroundings. Among the employes left in 
Gen. Brady’s department, he has not felt quite 
certain in whom to trust. The case of Chief 
Clerk French, who was dismissed from the 
service on Tuesday, isa marked illustration of 
the demoralization which prevails in the de- 
partment, and how many more employes of 
the same kind still remain it 1s impossible to 
tell. What is neeaed in the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral’s department just at this time is anew 
broom and a very vigorous arm to wield it—a 
sweeping out of the old materials, and a put- 
ting in of employes who will be in thorough 
and hearty sympathy with the purposes of the 
reform administration. 

A dispatch from Sandusky, Ohio, to the 
Cleveland Herald says: “The publication of 
the facts in relation to the star mail service 
swindle, implicating Senator Dorsey and John 
R. Miner, both former residents of this city, 
created a little spasm of excitement at first, 
but the men are both so well known here that 
the feeling excited by the exposure was not 
long-lived. Every man whom one met on the 
streets said that the exposure was nothing 
more than he had expected hourly since the 
investigation into the star service was com- 
menced. Here at their home, where Dorsey 
and Miner are intimately known, they were 
looked upon with suspicion. Some decidedly 
tough stories are told of Dorsey while he 
was a resident of Sanduskey and engaged in 
business here, and hence the exposure of his 
star service scheme did not create so great a 
sensation as it would otherwise have done. 
His partner, Miner, has before had trouble 
with the Government, and at one time found 
it convenient to take a trip to Europe. Along 
in 1870 or 1871 Miner and some cronies started 
a distillery down in the southern part of the 
State, on the Miami Canal, and made a consid- 


erable quantity of ‘crooked’ ardent, which 


they ran down the canalat night on flat-boats. 


Government detectives scented the moonshine 
whisky and put up a scheme by which they 
captured the whole gang, who were all indict- 
ed. Miner lit out for Europe, taking passage 
on a steamer under the name of John M. Rice. 
His real name is John Rice Miner. He traveled 
for some time in foreign parts, and after Grant 
was elected the second time he returned to 
America, and, through the influence of friends 
at the seat of Government, he was allowed to 
adjust the little difference between him and 
the United States by the payment of a certain 
sum of money. The cases against the gang 
were then dropped, and Miner subsequently 
engaged in legitimate business in this city. He 
sold out here two or three years ago and went 
to Washington, where he became interested in 
the star route service. No sympathy is ex- 
pressed here for Dorsey.”

THE CIVIL SERVICE RULES. 
AN EMERGENCY ARISES IN WHICH THEY ARE 
8ET ASIDE—THE PRESIDENT’S POLICY. 

Wasnineton, April 28.—For some time 
past rumors have been spread abroad to the 
effect that the civil service rules of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior have been abrogated by 
Secretary Kirkwood. It was asserted that 
many of the old and tried officials of the de- 
partment had been removed, that promotions 
to fill the vacancies thus created had been 
made without regard to the fitness of the can- 
didates, but upon the whim of the Secretary, 
or the recommendations of political friends, 
and, generally, that areign of terror prevailed 
among the army of employesin the depart- 
ment. A few days ago a gentleman requested 


a near friend of President Garfield to take the 
trouble to ascertain from the President him- 
self just how much of truth there was in these 
rumors. The request was complied with, 
and the gentleman makes a report which 
must satisfy everybody that the civil service 
rules are in no danger of being annulled by 
Mr. Kirkwood. The President says that the 
rumors in connection with the Department of 
the Interior are attributable to a slight depar- 
ture from the usual course of making appoint- 
ments, which was due to an emergency in the 
public business which had to be met. Shortly 
after Secretary Kirkwood took possession of 
the department, he reported to the President 
that there was a vast amount of business re- 
quiring immediate attention, and that he 
needed the service of some 150 additional 
clerks. The candidates to supply this service 
were on hand, and ready to be ap- 
pointed at once, but the needs of the 
service were urgent, and he did not 
think there was time to put the entire 
150 through the course of examination re- 
quired by the civil service rules. The Presi- 
dent did not think it wise to allow the interests 
of the public service to suffer in this emergen- 
cy, pect he therefore directed Secretary Kirk- 
wood to make such an examination of the can- 
didates in regard to their general character 
and capacity to do the work which was to de- 
volve upon them as time would allow, and 
then to make 150 temporary appointments for 
the period of onemonth. At the end of the 30 
days all who had demonstrated their abili- 
ty to perform the duties assigned to them, 
and given evidence of fitness for the public 
service, were to receive permanent appoint- 
ments, while those who had failed to give sat- 
isfaction were to be dropped from the rolls. 
Secretary Kirkwood obeyed the instructions 
of the President, and this was the simple 
foundation for the many rumors which have 
been put afloat. My informant says that he 
has good reason for assuring me that the Presi- 
dent's well-known views in regard to civil ser- 
vice reform have not changed in the least. He 
has a record on that subject, and it is believed 
that he will not depart from: it himself nor 
countenance a departure from it on the part 
of any of his subordinates. 


—— or 
ARKANSAS DEMOCRACY.

APFATRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


THE IRISH LAND BILL AND ITS 
CRITICS. 

THE POLICY OF THE CABINET DEFENDED— 
AN UNEVENTFUL DEBATE IN THE HOUSE 
—AMENDMENTS PROPOSED BY CATHOLIO 
BISHOPS. 

Lonpon, April 28.--At a banquet given 
to the Ministers by one of the City Companies 
last night, Lord Hartington, replying to a 
toast to her Majesty’s Ministers, defended the 
policy of the Cabinet, and, referring to Irish 
affairs, said he believed the evils of Ire- 
land were too deep-seated to be removed 
by any changes in the relations of 
landlord and tenant. Those evils, he added, 
will never be effectually removed until the 
number of owners of property is increased. It 
is, therefore, to the clauses in the Land bill 
which point in that direction that he looked 
for the ultimate and main improvements in 
the condition of Ireland. The Right Hon. 


John Bright, responding for the House of 
Commons, said the object of the Land bill is 
to give as much security to the tenant as to 
the landlord, and to give him the greatest pos- 
sible stimulus for the exertion of his industry. 

In the House of Commons to-day, Lord John 
Manners (Conservative) gave notice of an 
amendment that the House, while anxious to 
maintain the Ulster Custom and other analo- 

ous customs, and to remedy and improve the 

efects in the Land act of 1870, is disposed to aid 
such remedy in the development of the indus- 
trial resources of the country, rather than by 
a bill which confuses without settling on a per- 
manent basis the relations of landlord and 
tenant. 

In the House of Commons to-night debate 
on the Land bill was resumed. The discussion 
was uneventful. Mr. Stuart withdrew his 
motion that no measure would be complete 
which ignored farm laborers. The debate was 
adjourned. 

3 ohn Creedon and Cornelius Creedon, broth- 
ers, and John O'Sullivan, a law clerk, have 
been arrested at Millstreet, County Cork, un- 
der the provisions of the Coercion act. 

DvuBLIn, April 28.—The Catholic Archbishops 
and Bishops have sent to Mr. Gladstone a 
series of resolutions conveying their views as 
to amendments to the Land bill. They recom- 
mend the perpetuity of tenure to future ten- 
ants; deprecate the exclusion from the bene- 
fits of the bill of lease-holders and tenants in 
arrears; recommend a further limitation of 
the landlord’s power to object to an intending 
tenant, to resume possession, and to raise the 
rent; strongly condemn the emigration pro- 
visions and the omission of laborers from the 
benefits of the bill, and recommend a compre- 
hensive scheme for the purchase and reclama- 
tion of Irish lands, arterial drainage, and hb- 
eral advances to tenants for improvements. 

Lonpon, April 29.—At a meeting of the 
Home Rule members, yesterday,. Mr. Par- 
nell presiding, a strong opinion was 
expressed in favor o making an 
energetic attempt to render the administrative 
clauses of the Land bill more specific and 
clear. 

The News says at a meeting of Whig mem- 
bers of Parliament, held at the residence of 
Earl Fitz-William yesterday, it was decided not 
to oppose the second reading of the Land bill, 
but propose amendments in committee. A 
division will be taken on the motion of Lord 
John Manners mainly to allow the Conserva- 
tives to place their opinions on record. 

A dispatch from Dublin says the manifesto 
of the Catholic clergy is substantially an in- 
dorsement of the report adopted by 
the recent Land League Convention. It 
is warmly approved by the advocates 
of the tenants, although it is thought hard- 
ly probable thet the proposal to elect 

and League Assessors to administer the 
law will be sactioned by the _ Legis- 
lature, that being the first step toward the es- 
tablishment of the American mode of making 
judicial appointments by popular vote.

GREECE’S NEW TERRITORY. 
CONDITIONS FOR THE SURRENDER OF THE 
CEDED DISTRICTS. 

Atrens, April 28.—The Greek Chamber 
of Deputies will reopen on the Ist of May. 

The representatives of the powers here ver- 
bally informed the Premier that the powers 
would interest themselves in behalf of the 
Epirotes. They, however, made no formal 
promises and gave no guarantees on the sub- 
ject. The Greek reply to the note of the 
powers will probably still be delayed for sey- 
eral days. 

Lonpon, April 28.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople to Reuter’s Telegram Company 
says: ‘* A protocol, drawn up by the military 


attachés and approved by the foreign Am- 
bassadors, makes the following definite ar- 
rangements in regard to the cession of the ter- 
ritory to Greece: The Turkish evacuation 
will begin three weeks and _ terminate 
three months after the signature of 
the convention. Ordinary war material 
is to be removed within the three 
months, but six months will be allowed for 
the removal of heavy guns. The International 
Military Commission will have general super- 
vision of the evacuation, which will be spread 
over three periods—the first to be taken up 
with the surrender of a part of Thessaly, the 
second with the surrender of Arta and Punta, 
and the third with the surrender of the re- 
maining territory excepting Volo, which will 
be poor. | after the complete removal of all the 
war material. The commission will fix the 
days and hours when the Turks are to with- 
draw and the Greeks advance. 

Lonpon, April 29.—A correspondent at 
Vienna reports that Premier Coumoundouros, 
replying to the verbal assurances of the 
foreign representatives that the powers 
would interest themselves in regard to 
the Epirotes, said he had nothing to add 
to his last note, and pointed out the 
necessity of a prompt and pacific 
surrender’ of the territory. It appears, 
therefore, that M. Coumoundouros will not 
give any further answer in writing, and that 
the timely concession of the powers in replying 
verbally to the point about the Epirotes has 
put an end to all further correspondence. 

A correspondent at Paris says Greece has 
decided not to reply to the last note of the 
powers, and the powers will conclude that 
silence gives consent. 

At the meeting of the Conservatives, at the 
Carlton Club yesterday. it was pointed out 
that the Land bill would not only deprive 
landlords of their ¥ os in dealing with their 
pegey. but would take away a large portion 
of that property without giving any compen- 
sation.

THE ENGLISH CONSERVATIVES. 

A LBADER NOT YET CHOSEN—THE LAND 
BILL DISCUSSED. 

Lonpon, April 28.—The Morning Post 
says: ‘‘ We have reason to believe that in 
view of the eminent talents, mature experi- 
ence, and signal public services of Sir Stafford 
Northcote, and in deference to the desirability 
of having a leader of the Opposition in the 
House of Commons, he will succeed Lord 
Beaconsfield as leader of the Conservatives. 
In the House of Lords the Duke of Richmond 
will probably lead the Conservative Party at 
present.” 

Nearly every Conservative member of the 
House of Commons in town attended the meet- 
ing at the Carlton Club to-day, The Duke of 
Marlborough and several Irish peers were 
present by invitation. Among the members 
of the House present were Mr. Abel Smith, 
Viscount Sandon, Sir Richard Assheton Cross, 
Lord George Hamilton, the Right Hon. George 
Sclater-Booth, the Hon. Edward Stanhope, 
the Right Hon. Frederick A. Stanley, Lord 
Eustace Cecil, Sir William Hart Dyke, Mr. 
Rowland Winn, Mr. Robert J. Loyd-Lindsay, 
the Right Hon. Robert Bourke, and the Right 
Hon. ward Gibson Sir Stafford North- 
cote presided. The question of the leadership 
of the Conservative Party in the House of 
Commons was only informally discussed, the 
chief subject under consideration being the 
Irish Land bill. It was arran that Lord 
John Manners should to-night, in the House of 
Commons, give notice of an amendment. not 


with a view of obtaining the rejection of the 
measure, but of securing certain important 
alterations. 

Lonpon, April 29,—In the House of Lords a 
short time before his death, Lord Beaconsfield 
strongly expressed the view that Sir Stafford 
Northcote would be his most fitting successor.

THE FRENCH IN TUNIS. 
PROGRESS OF THE INVADERS—TUREKEY’S 
REPRESENTATIONS TO THE POWERS. 

Bona, April 28.—It is expected here that 
Gen. Forgemol, after garrisoning Beja, will 
march upon Tunis. 

Paris, April 28.—The Porte’s telegram to 
the representatives of Turkey abroadin regard 
to the crossing of the Tunisian frontier by the 
French demands the observance of the exist- 
ing treaties between the powers and Turkey 
relative to Tunis. 

Gen. Cailliot will replace Gen. Ritter in 
command of a brigade of the Tunisian expe- 
dition. 

Maprip, April 28.—A Council of Ministers, 
the King presiding, has decided to send a man- 
of-war to Tunis to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of Spaniards residing there. 

La Caue, Algeria, April 28.—Gen. Ritter, 
commanding one of the brigades of Gen. 
Delbecque’s column, has béen conveyed here 
very ill. His brigade, not having encountered 
any more of the enemy, has partly retraced 
its steps, and will to-morrow join Gen. Vin- 
cendon’s and Gen. Galliard’s brigades, and 
reconnoitre the Babouchon region, where 
large numbers of Kroumirs are assembled. 

Lonpon, April 28.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says: ‘‘There is great anxiety in 
official circles here concerning the Tunis ques- 
tion. The Porte considers Tunis as an inte- 
gral part of the Ottoman Empiro, and that the 
action of France is an infraction of interna- 
tional law; but as it cannot afford, at present, 
to quarrel with one of the powers, when it has 
not a reasonable hope of obtaining support 
from the others, it refrains from any decided 
action.” 

In the House of Commons to-day Sir Charles 
W. Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, replying 
to questions, said the Government had had no 
official news from Tunis since Tuesday and no 
reason to believe that British interests there 
were threatened, but that men-of-war were 
ready to be dispatched, if necessary for the 
protection of life and property. France, he said, 
assured Lord Lyons, the British Am- 
bassador, on the 9th inst., that the 
operations would be confined to the 
punishment of the tribes in the iramediate vi- 
cinity of the frontier. Communications had 
been exchanged between England and Italy 
relative to the dispatch of men-of-war for the 
protection of life and property. No isolated 
mediation was intended. The Government 
had not yet ascertained the views of all the 
powers relative to the Bey’s appeal for media- 
tion, or whether mediation was necessary if 
the operations, according to the French as- 
surance, were confined to the frontier.

ENGLAND AND THE CONFERENCE. 
NO DECISION YET REACHED IN REGARD TO 
SENDING ENGLISH DELEGATES. 

Pants, April 28.—There is authentic in- 
formation that the question of British repre- 
sentation at the Monetary Conference is still 
undecided. The Government has intimated 
that it would be willing to attend and sanction 
the attendance of India and Canada, provided 
it was fully understood that such a course in 
nowise committed England to the recognition 
of bi-metallism.* The Government was assured 
in general that the terms invitation was not un- 
derstood as prejudicing the position or affecting 
the liberty of action of any power 
accepting it. This, however, has not 
satisfied England,. who hesitates to 
send delegates to the conference unless 
the terms of the invitation are modified as to 
her, or some more definite assurance is given 
as to how her presence at the conference would 
be understood. Such assurance or modifica- 
tion has not yet been determined upon, but the 
question is still open. The French and Ameri- 
can Governments may yet find a formula 
which will secure England’s attendance. It is 
understood that the delay of the conference in 
getting to work is due to this difficulty.

A PLAN TO MAKE WASHINGTON M’LEAN THE

Cotumsus, Ohio, April 28.—A_ very 
shrewd political move appeared upon the sur- 
face to-day, being nothing less than the pre- 
mature exposure of the plans of a large num- 
ber of Ohio Democrats to force the nomina- 
tion of the Hon. Washington McLean as the 
Democratic candidate for Governor by the 
State Convention. Soon after the municipal 
election in Cincinnati, John M. Thompson, the

son, the opposition commenced a quiet but 
thorough canvass of the State. The plan was 
to carry the Democratic State Convention to 
Cincinnati and suddenly force the nomination 
of Mr. McLean. So quietly has the scheme 
been conducted that it is believed that the 
Warwick in Ohio politics was not made ac- 
quainted with the facts until to-day. Whether 
or not he will squelch the fire kindled by his 
admirers has not thus far become kuown. 
Cincinnati, April 28.—The desire of the 
Democratic leaders in different parts of the 
State to see Washington McLean put forward 
as a candidate for Governor, which first be- 
came generally known to-day, has created 
much talk. The old wheel horses of the party 
in all parts of the State are said to be favora- 
ble to his nomination, some of them enthusias- 
tically, and the rank and file of the party are 
disposed to receive the suggestion with favor. 
It is argued that the time has come to try one 
of the old line Democrats again, and Mr. 
McLean is one of the shrewdest and most 
distinguished of that sort, and, in addition, he 
is wealthy, and in that respect would be a 
match for Mr. Foster.

SWOLLEN WESTERN RIVERS 


WIDE-SPREAD DAMAGE CAUSED B 
THE HLOODS. 
LOSSES BY THE MISSOURI VALLEY INUNDA- 


TION OVER TWO MILLION} DOLLARS— 
FEEDING THE DESTITUTE SUFFERERS— 
PRESENT CONDITION OF THE SUBMERGED 
DISTRICTS ELSEWHERE. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., April 28.—The Proneer- 
Press’s correspondent was the first journalist 
to penetrate the flooded district of the Mis- 
souri above Sioux City. He telegraphs two 
columns to the paper this morning, from which 
the following is condensed: A gentleman well 
posted in the country along the Missouri 
estimates the total loss by the floods be- 
tween Pierce and Sioux City, exclusive 
of damages to railroad and_ telegraph 
lines and steam-boats, at $2,000,000, and as 
he includes the cordwood swept away, the fig- 
ures, it is believed, are too small; $500,000 
should be added, for wood cut now, even if the 
supply were likely to be ample, is too green to 
burn with anything like the requisite readi- 
ness. Yankton is a comparatively isolated 
city, cut off from railroad, river, and even pe- 
destrian and wagon communication with the 
outside world. The reports from the James 
River Valley are meagre, but there are general 
advices of losses of thousands of cattle and 
horses and the destruction of many houses, 
with all they contained. Stories of great suf- 
fering on the part of the inhabitants are also 
rife, but nothing definite can be ascertained, as 
all means of communication are gone. All the 


sion, ans railroad and wagon, for more than a 
hundred miles up the stream are reported 
washed away and destroyed. The same 
state of affairs exists in the Vermilion 
Valley, which is thickly settled and whose bot- 
toms were the grazing grounds for thousands 
of cattle. There are vague rumorsof many 
losses of life, but’ these lack confirmation. Of 
the condition of affairsin the large and densely 
peopled valley of the Big Sioux, there are, of 
course, no advices obtainable here. News 
from the James River comes in slow- 
WW. but is all of an adverse character. 
Mill Town, 40 miles from the Missouri, is re- 
ported completely washed away ; not a vestige 
is left. Jamesville, 16 miles from here, is in 
little better condition. Persons from up the 
James Valley think there will be some suffer- 
ing among the drowned out villagers and far- 
mers. The losses of stock have been enor- 
mous. One farmer expressed it by saying, 
‘* ‘When the waters subside the stench of the 
carcases will drive us from the country.” 

The bulk of the Government aid has so far 
fallen into the hands of Capt. D. D. Wheeler, 
Quartermaster, United States Army. By 
judicious purchases of such supplies as he had 
not on hand, Capt. Wheeler has been able to 
keep sufficient food in readiness for im- 
mediate need. The great difficulty has 
been in getting the food to those he fed, 
but this has been accomplished by means 
of yawls and skiffs. Nearly a thousand per- 
sons were brought to Yankton, and a majority 
distributed through the city, the remainder 
being housed in the unflooded part of the ad- 
jacent country. To-day the register showed 
1,111 persons dependent for food, with 50,030 
rations issued up to date. Each adult received 
a fuil soldier’s ration daily, and every three 
infant children two full rations. The number 
to be fed will be augmented as the means of 
reaching the flooded districts is obtained, and 
may reach 2,500. Capt. Wheeler’s estimate is 
that the Government will have to subsist 2,000 
for 60 days, and 1,000 of that number for 30 


days. 

Catia: Neb., April 28.—The river has 
fallen here over three feet up to 8 o'clock this 
evening; at Sioux City seven feet.

WINNEPEG, Manitoba, April 28.—The Red 
River is still rising. Itis now a foot higher 
than the highest point last year, and rising at 
the rate of a half inch per hour. The rise from 
noon yesterday to the same time to-day was 
18 inches. A telegram from Emerson reports 
that the water is only a foot below the bridge, 
and that the Hudson Bay Company’s mill at 
West Lynne has been stopped owing to the 
water having reached the engine-room. The 
grist mill has alsostopped. It is expected that 
the water will recede after to-day. 

St, Pau, Minn., April 28.—There has been 
no great change in the situation here to-day, 
although the water has continued to rise slowly. 
At7o’clock this morning the gauge showed 
18 feet 9 inches, while at 6 this evening 
it marked 19 feet 1 inch above low-water 
mark. During the day the rapid cur- 
rent has undermined several buildings 
on the flat at West St. Paul, and one 
or two small houses were toppled some. 
About 11 o'clock a barn belonging to Jerry 
McCarthy floated from its foundation, and 
was borne with great violence against the small 
wooden bridge in Bridge-street, striking the 
side and threatening to demolish the structure; 
but it was quickly torn to pieces by 
the Hook and Ladder Company. 
house which belonged to a Mr. Riehey, 
which stood near the old Steward 
saw mill in the upper part of the city, was 
forced from its mooring this afternoon, and 
passed down in the direction of Pigseye, on 
the east side. The situation in lower 
Third-street seems to have grown worse 
since yesterday. The water has made very 
marked progress, and now extends nearly 
to Broadway. All travel below that point 
has been cut off. In Third-street,. all 
the lower railroad tracks on either side are 
covered with water to the depth of 
several feet. The first floor of the 
Manitoba and Minnesota houses at Third 
and Rossabel streets, are under water.

Active preparations 
for the relief of the homeless and.destitute 
have been going on all day, and to-night the 
barracks, which were provided for by the 
Chamber of Commerce last evening, are nearly 
in readiness. They will be 400 feet long, and 
will furnish shelter to those driven from their 
homes who have no other place for the present. 
ATCHISON, Kan,, April 28.—The Missouri 
River is now 23 feet above low water mark, 
but has been stationary since morning. 
All the people of East Atchison, numbering 
about 1,000, except half a dozen families, 
have been driven out by the flood. 
Most of them have taken refuge in 
this city, but many are occupying box ’cars 
furnished by the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific Railroad.

TWELVE OR MORE LIVES LOST AT ELGIN, 
ILL., IN CROSSING THE SWOLLEN RIVER. 
Cuicaaco, April 28.—A special from Elgin 
to the Evening Journal says: ‘* An appalling 
disaster occurred here this morning, which 
has brought sorrow into nearly every home in 
the city. The recent flood has done great 
pecuniary damage in this vicinity, and, 
among the items of destruction caused 


by it, was one which has oceasioned very 
great inconvenience, namely, the washing 
away of the bridge across the Fox River, 
which was daily traversed by great crowds of 
school children and operatives in the factories 
across the river from here. The City Council 
iggy eo ordered a-temporary ferry to 

established, and a small scow was 
rigged to a wire cable, and made 
its first trip last evening, amid the 
jeers of an assembled crowd, who doubted its 
adequacy. On its second trip this morning, 
when overloaded, and nearly buried to its 
edges in the whirling stream) still swelled by 
brooks and flooded meadows, the scow sank, 
and its living freight of 30 men and cbil- 
dren was precipitated into the cu:vent and 
carried down the river, uttering pitzcing’ 
shrieks. Those on the bank who witnessed the 
horrible sight set about rescuing those who 
kept their heads above water. Several acts of 
bravery occurred, and more persons were 
rescued than seemed possible. 

The boat was crossing the river from the 
west side, and when nearly two-thirds of the 
way over began to fill with water. The pas- 
sengers, in consternation, immediately flocked, 
tothe dry part of the boat, clinging to the 
railing, which gave way, precipitating many 
of them into the river. As the water poured.

Mosrxz, Ala., April 28.—The Port Commissioners 
of Mobile have granted right of way to the Mobile 
and South Gulf Railroad, under restrictions, and in 
response to a petition of the latter, to build a road 
to Cedar Point, 30 miles from this city, where deep 
water communication can be had quicker, cheaper, 
and more effectively. 

CIncINNATI, April 28.—In rendering his decision 
this afternoon in a case in which the plaintiff 
sought to recover from the Ohio and Mississippi 
Railroad the value of a package intrusted to its ex- 
press department and lost in transit, Judge Baxter, 
of the United States Circuit Court, questioned the 
right of a ‘railroad company to engage in express 
business. He said substantially that the express 
business embraced manifold functions, with the 
collection and delivery of freight, the collection 
of notes and drafts, and the transmission of the 
proceeds, the conveyance of money and builion, 
&c., which are os the charter privileges of a 
railroad. The Ohio and Mississippi Railroad Com- 
pany was conducting an express business without 
legal authority and without the consent of the 
court, and could properly be restrained, he be- 
lieved, from further continuance therein. This in- 
timation from so high a judicial authority has cre- 
ated a sensation in express circles.

LEGISLATION AT ALBANY 


NEW AND OLD BILLS DISCUSSED IN 
THE ASSEMBLY. 

MORB PROTECTION FOR CHILDREN—FERRY:- 
MEN AND CANAL MEN—MR. DUGUID’S 
PLAN FOR A STATE BOARD; OF COR- 
RECTION—THE . ARGUMENTS ‘FOR AND 
AGAINST IT. 

ALBANY, April 28.—Mr. Brooksisucceeded 
this morning, in the Assembly, in having his 
bill ‘‘for the better protection of children” 
ordered to a third reading, without material 
change. It provides that the sale or delivery 
of liquors to children shall constitute a misde- 
meanor; that search may be made in houses of 
ill-repute where a girl of 16 years of age is de- 
tained for unlawful purposes; that children 
detained as witnesses shall be kept in insti- 
tutions and notin jails, and thatno child under 
14 years of age shall attend evening perform- 
ances at theatres unless accompanied by 
adults. Mr. Brooks gave abundant reasons for 
the passage of the bill, and the only opposition 
he met with was made by members who con- 
tended that the original bill conferred too 
great authority upon all sorts of officers, and 
particularly that it made it possible for a ma- 
licious policeman to give a respectable-house a 
bad name, and to use the record thus. made tc 
the injury of a reputable occupant. 

There was some discussion on the adverse 
report, by the Committee on Commerce and 
Navigation, on Mr. Newman’s bill to permié 
the taking of one of the canal piers on the East 
River to be used for an additional slip for tiie 
Union Ferry Company. Mr. Newman set 
forth the need of increased ferry facilities, 
and, while no attempt was made to deny his 
statements, Mr. Duguid said that his commit- 
tee was obliged to hear both sides, and that 
the canal men were unwilling to surrender 
their rights. For three years this had been 
the case, and it would not be possible to reach 
a conclusion until both the canal men and the 
ferry men could agree upon a plan for satisfy- 
ing both interests.

FIGHT AGAINST SCHOOL. BOOKS. 
A BILL WHICH IS- BELIEVED TO COVER 
SOME HIDDEN’ SPITE. 

EB ALBANY, §April 28.—It; has ‘always been 
the case, and probably’ will continue for years 
to be the case, that each session produces a 
number of bills which:the careless:observer re- 
gards as proper, but which do/not exhibit 
their purpose on their face. Such bills as 
these are usually ‘introduced for’a special pur- 
pose, and come to their death in the House or 
in the Executive Chamber because they area 
special and unconstitutional. There are in 
use in the common schools in New-York 
two books, considered excellent works 
on * the subjects which they treat, 
They « were . prepared by ° two assistant 
Superintendents, and met the approval of the 
Board of Education before they were adopted. 


A short time ago Senator Forster introduced 
a bill to forbid the use of any book of this 
kind in which a Superintendent or Assistant 
Superintendent is pecuniarily interested. It 
has not yet become apparent what particular 
spite is to be gratified by the passage of the 
bill. It is not — actively by Senator 
Forster, who said. a few nights ago that he did 
not know that it coped to any books now in 
use, but was intended to meet any contingency 
that might arise.

AN EMBARRASSED REFORMATORY. 
& HAZARDOUS EUSINESS ENTERPRISE AT 
ELMIRA CAUSING A CALL FOR STATE AID. 
AxBany, April 28.—Mr. Charles R. Skin- 
ner, Chairman of the Special Committee on 
the Eimira Reformatory, submitted a report 
to the Assembly this morning. After describ- 
ing the manner of;conducting the institution, 
the report called attention to the excellent re- 
formatory methods employed, and then makes 


the following observations and recommenda- 
tions as to its business: 

“The prisoners at the reformatory are being 
employed in the manufacture of brushes and hol- 
low-ware. Their iabor is not let to contractors as 
is done with the labor of inmates of the State 
prison, but is used directly by the State itself upon 
what is called ‘ the public account system ;’ that is, 
the management of the institution, on behalf of the 
State, goes to market, buys the raw material, 
manufactures it and sells the manufactured goods. 
This business bas been in vrogress since the open- 
ing of the institntion, under authority of the _pro- 
visions in section 4, chapter 207 of the Laws 
of 1876, that ‘criminals in such reformatory 
may be employed in agricultural or mechanical 
labor as a means of their support and 
reformation. The system of Jabor shall be by con- 
tract, or by the State, or partly by one system and 
partly by the other, as shall be in the discretion of 
the Board of Managers deemed best.’ At differ- 
ent times. amounts aggregating $118.765 84 have 
been withdrawn from the appropriations made for 
construction and maintenance and used in the 
manufacturing business. This business has been 
carried on on a very large scale. Some idea of its 
magnitude may be gained from the fact that upon 
one occasion a single purchase of materials for 
brushes amounted to the sum of $150,000. and that 
for the fiscal year ending Sept. 30, 1880, the sales of 
the institution aggregated the sum of $276,153 68. 
The institution inventories the manufactured goods 
it now has on hand at $113,591 29, and the raw 
material it has on hand at $91,078 55, The in- 
ventory of tools and machinery amounts to $23,- 
694 56. It has claims against various parties amount- 
ing to $75.943 31, most of which the Superintendent 
thinks will be available in four months. On the 
other hand it owes different parties amounts ag- 
rregating $257,689 54, and the creditors are want- 
ng their pay. It will also be seen that the man- 
agement of the reformatory has entered into a 
league with two other persons outside of the State 
forthe purpose, asis alleged, of controlling the 
market, andan agentis employed jointly to mar- 
ket the goods, anda proportionate part of each 
order taken is forwarded to and filled by each in- 
stitution. Your committee fail to appreciate the 
wisdom by which the State has permitted itself to 
become involved in this stupendous and hazardous 
business enterprise. : 

“We will not stop hereto discuss the constitu- 
tional question as to the right of the State to put 
the people’s money ji:.to a speculative business 
undertaking in competition with the people them- 
selves, but we wiil do the Legislature which 
framed and the Governor who approved the laws 
governing the reformatory the credit of believing 
that they never had any idea that under the overa- 
tion of those laws the institution would be 
jaunched upon as soundless and shoreless a finan- 
cial sea as that in the midst of which it isnow 
found. We cannot understand how anybody act- 
jag in behalf of the reformatory and the State 
could feel warranted in going into the market 
to buy so largely and to produce a corner 
jin raw materials, or in combining with other per- 
gons with a view to controlling the market upon a 
line of manufactured goods. The managers are 
pll, with the exception of the Superintendent of 
Prisons, the first and best citizens of Elmira, and 
are men whose characterand administrative abil- 
lty are above and beyond all question and contro- 
versy. ‘lhe Superintendent is a man of the largest 
experience and the highest competency as a prison 
manager and also aman of undoubted integrity. 
But we think that they have misinterpreted the 
spirit of the laws framed for their guidance and 
control, and misapprehended what was. best 
and proper on the part of the State. Very 
likely it has been their ambition and pur- 
pose so to operate the reformatory as to make it 
ay its way. and undoubtedly they have felt that 
i order to accomplish this they must engage in 
business upon the largest scale. But while in view 
of their high standing and laudable purpose we feel 
like pardoning the error, still we have no hesitancy 
lo pronouncing it an error nevertheless. Being an 
error, the sooner it is corrected the better. There 
can scarcely be two opinions as to the propriety 
and the practical necessity of keeping the inmates 
of our prisons constantiv employed. It is best for 
them and best for the State. But it must not 
be done in violation of well established and 
well known general principles. The public 
money must not be put into the uncertain, if not 
dangerous, Vagos ane of speculative business. It 
must not be su i 
the sake of possible gains. In our own judgment, 
tho State goes to the verge of propriety when it 
lets its prison Jabor to contractors who take all 
the chances of business. But beyond this we feel 
like asserting the doctrine that the end and aim 
of sound prison management is not to make 
money. Prison labor should be made to pay 
whatever is compatibie with the physical, mental, 
and moral well-being of the prisoner and absolute 
safety to the pubiic treasury. But the State 
should operate its prisons with a view to the 
reclamation of the criminal and the prevention 
rather than the punishment of crime, and the peo- 
ple should cheerfully pay whatever is necessary to 
operate them with this end in view.’ Particularly 
should this be true in the case of the more youth- 


iui offenders and of an institution doing the spien- ; 


did work of the State Reformatory. Some provi- 
sion must be made to extricate the institution 
from the financial embarrassment in: which it is 
placed, and some provision must also be made 
against a recurrence of the same unfortunate cir- 
cumstances, To thisend we make the following 


recommendations: , 

“ First—That the sum of $50,000 be appropriated, 
to be paid only in liquidation of the outstanding 
indebtedness of the institution. 

** Second—That no more raw material be pur- 
chased, and that nowon hand be made up and 
disposed of as rapidly as practicable, and that the 
proceeds, except what is absolutely necessary for 
maintenance, be directed to the liquidation of in- 
debtedness. 

* Third—That the managers be directed to seek 
an opportunity to let the labor of the inmates by 
contract, the terms of which shall be advanta- 
geous as possible to the State, and shall not inter- 
fere with the system of discipline now in op- 
eration. 

“Tf it should become possible to dispose of goods, 
made and unmade, now or at any time on hand, 


and at thesame time to let the labor to private | 
parties, we recommend that that be done, provid- | 


ed the arrangement shall be approved by the Goy- 
ernor and Contrcller.”

Such a course would, in his judgment, go very 
far toward destroying the retormatory char- 
acter of the prison.

intelligent agriculturists could 
appreciate its utility, it the gentleman from 
New-York, who, he believed, sprang from 
an agriculturist, could not, Statistics showed 


| that from 10 to 20 per cent. of the farm pro- 


ducts of the country were annually destroyed 
by the different varieties of bugs and insects; 
over 100 varieties preyed upon wheat alone. 
The loss to the country was more than $200,- 
000,000 a year. ‘Chis was certainly worthy the 
consideration of legislators, and, as he believed, 
would justify the expenditurejof the paltry 
sum of $2,000 a year in an endeavor to dis- 
cover some means of preventing, or mitigat- 
ing, the calamity. 

Mr. McCarthy was in favor of the bill, and 
took the opportunity of getting in a shot at 
Mr. Strahan by saying that the Senator from 
the Eighth had been all Winter fighting for the 

rotection of useless sinecure oftice-holders in 
New-York City, and now claimed to be horri- 
fied at the idea of creating a new and much 
needed State office, with a salary of $2,000, 
This remark directed the discussion to the 
New-York Charter Amendment bill, and Mr. 
Strahan retorted by saying that the Senator 
fromthe Twenty-fifth, (Mr. McCarthy,) in his 
action on that bill, both in the special commit- 
tee and in the Senate, had stood as the repre- 
sentative of a contractor from Syracuse. 
Everything he did was in the interest of this 
contractor—Jim Belden—who now had a fat 
contract in New-York City. Mr. McCarthy 
replied that Mr. Belden was abundantly able 
to take care of himself; the highest court in 
the State had declared that all his transactions 
with the State had been honest and honorable; 
so far as New-York City was concerned, he held 
a contract with the Dock Department which was 
given to him because he owned dredging 
machines that could not be obtained elsewhere, 
and this contract was deemed to be so valu- 
able to the City that, although Mr. Belden had 
frequently asked to be released from it, the 
Dock Department would not release him. 

The Senate finally got back to the discussion 
of the Entomologist bill, and a new opponent 
sprang up in Mr. Sessions, of Chautauqua, who, 
as the representative of the ‘ huckieberry”’ 
district, thought he ought to know something 
about the wants of farmers. In bis opinion, 
the usefulness of this proposed entomologist 
wouild not amount to ‘‘shucks,”’ as the farmers 
say. He would sendin a report once a year 
containing a classification of the various in- 
sects, with their names—each name being 
three times as long as any bug or insect that a 
farmer cver encountered, and a name¢that 
would give him the lockjaw to attempt to pro- 
nounce—and that was all that would ever 
come of it. * What the farmer wanted was 
something practical. and not a dissertation 
upon insects, which is all he would 
ever * get from a_ State entomologist. 
Mr. Wendover closed the discussion by favor- 
ing the bill. He said that it had been discov- 
ered that many of the most destructive of 
these insects that were so injurious to — 
ture could be destroyed by parasites, and these 
parasites were now being imported to this 
country for that purpose. “New discoveries in 
that direction would ‘undoubtedly be made, 
and it would fall within the province of the 
State entomologist to keep posted on the sub- 
ject and impart valuable information to the 
people.

INCREASING STATE REVENUE. 
A, BILL PROVIDING FOR LICENSES FROM 


DIFFERENT BRANCHES OF BUSINESS. 
* AuBany, April 28.—The Joint Commit- 


tee on Assessment and Taxation met to-night. 
It was resolved to report the following bill to 
the Legislature to-morrow: 


An Act to provide further revenue for the State: 
Szction 1. Every corporation, company, or joint 


| stock association created under the laws of any 


other State cr country, except national banks 
created under the laws of the United States, and 
the managers or agents of every corporation, com- 
pany,or joint stock association who receive depos- 
its,loan money,sell bills of exchange.or issue letters 
of credit, or in any other manner are engaged in 
business as bankers or banks in this State, shall, 
before July 1 of each year, pay a license tax 
to the State for such privilege, and no such 
corporation shall engage in such business without 
having first obtained suchlicense. Failure to com- 
ply subjects such companies to a fine of not less 
than $500 nor more than $10,000. 

Sec. 2. The license tax provided for in the pre- 
ceding section shall be $1,000.as a license fee and 1 
per cent. on the average of all sums used or em- 
ployed during the year preceding Dec. 81. 

Sxc. 8, Every person shall before July 1 of each 
year pay a license tax for the privilege of transact- 
ing the liquor business, at a penalty not less than 
$25 nor more than $1,000. A license may be for 
selling either a wholesale or retail, or both, 
or to be drunk at the place of sale. The 
license shall specify the amount to be sold 
thereunder and when the specified amount 
shall have been sold, the license therefor 
shall be void unless application has been 
made for an enlargement of the license. Every 
dealer shall state on oath the amount of probable 
sales for which the license is desired, and shall 
report on. the. first day of May and No-

If run more than threo 
months this tax shall be $40. The distiller 
is to have the same privileges as regards 
sales as those granted to the_ distillers 
of whisky. For manufacturing malt liquors the 
tax shall be $25. All distillers shal] be called recti- 
fiers, and they shall procure a specific license tax 
of $100, except that a manufacturer of ardent 
spirits may rectify spirits of his own manufacture 
without additional tax.

If the license 
be for a bowling or billiard saloon at a watering- 
place, or is for four months or less, the tax shali be 
50 per centum off the above rates. 

Sec. 7. The Controller may appoint one Commis- 
sioner of Revenue for each Senatorial district of 
the State to aid him in collecting the taxes. 

Src. 8. In case any person shall neglect or refuse 
to pay any tax or fine imposed by virtue of this 
act, in addition to all other remedies allowed 
therefor, the Commissioner of Revenue may 
levy the same _ by distress and sale of the 
goods and chattels in his possession wherever the 
same may be found in this State; and no claim of 
property to be made thereto by any other per- 
son shall be available to prevent the sale, of 
which public notice shall be given. The sale 
shall be by public auction, and the surplus, if any, 
returned to the person in whose possession the 

roperty was when the distress was made. 

he Revenue Commissioners are also authorized 
to have the assistance of the county court 
in the discharge of their duties. Neglect to pay the 
tax shall be deemed contempt of court, punishable 
by fine or imprisonment, or both. The Commis- 
sioners shall receive 5 per cent. on all sums col- 
lected during each year not to exceed $100,000, and 
1 per cent. on all sums over $100,000. . 

8xsc. 9. This act shall take effect immediately.

THE STREET-CLEANING PROBLEM. , 

REPUBLICANS EXCITED OVER A NEW PROPO- 
. BITION BY MR.’ CARPENTER. 

AupBany, * April 28.—Again the Street- 
cleaning Conference Committees have met and 
adjourned without reaching any conclusion 
that brings the street-cleaning problem any 
nearer to a solution. During the day it was 
buzzed’ about the House that there was a divi- 
sion. among the Republicans who had 
been holding. together for the Carpen- 
ter substitute for the Senate bill, All 
the City » Republicans : were excited about 
something, but they were exceedingly 
reticent also, and it was impossible to induce 
them to speak out. It was ascertained later 
that some dissatisfaction existed because Mr. 
Carpenter had announced, in a conference of 
Republicans, that he had a bill ready, and 


would submit it to the conference. It could 
only be discovered that his bill was a novelty 
to most of the Republicans, but that it was 
epreures by the Speaker, Mr. Hamiiton, and 

r. Andrews. The fact that one of the Dem- 
ocratic members was reported to favor the new 
proposition seems to have been as much a 
cause of distrust to the City Republicans as 
the entire novelty of Mr. Carpenter’s bill. It 
is impossible to ascertain definitely what 
the new bill proposed, but .its main 
features are said to provide that the 
Mayor shall nominate the Superintendent of 
street-cleaning and the Board of Health shall 
approve, If the board fails to approve after 
three ballots, two votes in the affirmative are 
to be sufficient to confirm the Mayor’s nom- 
ination. It is understood that the 
bill rovides that separate contracts 
may be made for street-cleaning and 
the removal of ashes and garbage, and that 
contracts for removal of sweepings may bo 
made for terms of from two to five years. 
The appropriations for scows and the plant is 
fixed at $250,000. This much is gathered from 
fragments picked up from a variety of sources. 

When the conference met, at 6:30 o’clock, it 
vwas immediately found that the Republicans 
were not of one mind. Senator McCarthy is 
reported as being willing to accept the new 
bill, and his readiness strengthened the feel- 
ing of opposition. There was, it is said, 
a proposition by some one in _ the 
conference that, instead of accepting Mr. Car- 

enter’s unknown proposition, with which the 
Repuldisans were not familiar, it would be 
better to take the original Senate bill or to 
stand by the Brodsky bill, calling for 
an appointing commission consisting of 
Wiliam Dowd, P. . Van yck, 
and Allan . Campbell. Mr. Carpenter, 
in addressing the committee, is said to have 
stated that he was prepared with a proposi- 
tion—an entirely new bill—but that beforo 
presenting it he desired to have further time 
for consulting with his colleagues on the con- 
ference committee. At his request an adjourn- 
ment was taken until Monday night immedi- 
ately after the session of the Assembly and

THE RACE ISSUE RENEWED. 


APPEAL tO THE PREJUDICES OF THE 
BOURBON DEMOCRATS OF VIRGINIA 
FROM A PSEUDO LIBERAL-MINDED 
JOURNAL. 

From the Richmond (Va.) State, Aprii 27. 


Three years ago no man in Virginia felt the 


slightest apprehension that the negro vote in this 
State could possibly become a power great enough 
to threaten the overthrow of our society and its 
degradation. Virginia pointed proudly to the fact 
that her white race so greatly exceeded the black, 


numefically as well as in wealth and intelligence, 


that no possibility could ever arise of the control 
of our political affairs passing out of our hands 
and into those of the negro minority. We felt en- 
tirely secure, and it was this very feeling of secu- 
rity, we fear, that has brought us to the verge 
of a danger we did not dream of; for it has 
bred faction and caused dissension, making 
a breach that, small at first, has widened 
until now there is real danger. No one 
among us even dreamed that any considerable por- 
tion of our native white propie would ever become 
so forgetful of the ties of blood that held them to- 
gether as to be willing to join with the negro mi- 
nority in the State and make that minority the ma- 
jority, thereby through their treason subjugating 
their own proud race to the domination of an in- 
ferior, degraded, and ignorant one, which, until re- 
cently, had been held as their bondsmen. But so 
it is: for this is the very possibility that now threat: 
ens to become an accomplished fact. Tho whole 
object of the Mahone party, disguise it as they may 
attempt to, clearly is to obtain control of the State 
offices, as itis believed they have already secured 
the Federal patronage, by using the negro vote, in 
pavment for which they will be compelled to give 
that race all the.lesser placesin the State, or the 
largest share of.them, from the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernorship or a Judge of the Court of Appeals, if 
nota Senator of the'United States, down, in pay- 
ment of their services. It was a fashion herein 
Virginia to commiserate the sad fate of our breth- 
ren in the extreme Southern States, where numeri- 
cal negro majorities had to be overcome, and to 
admit that they were justified in using almost any 
means to maintain the purity of their society by 
keeping the political power in the hands of those 
who represented the wealth, intelligence, and 
moral and éocial worth and purity, of the State, lit- 
tle dreaming that we ourselves should very soon be 
threatened with a similar peril. But, their ordeal 
passed, we could afford to be generous in ouf acts 
and kind in our expressions, for no danger 
threatened Virginia. We felt, and so held, 
that the Southern white people after the with- 
drawal of the Federal troops were able to take 
care of their own State Governments and keep 
them in the hands of the best people, and that, 
therefore, the solid South and its methods of neces- 
sity could be dispensed with; but we did not con- 
template any such condition of things as hes now 
happened. We had no idea that any portion of 
our white people could prove recreant in their 
-duty to their race and join with the men whose 
ower we had broken, the negroés and Radicals of 
*the State, to confound all our councils and destroy 
“all our hopes of the fature. But so it has hap- 
pened, and we again find ourselves confronted by 
=the same danger that menaced us in 1869, and from 
which we were only saved by a combination of all 
ithe best people of the State. And to this same

The foxhounds 
were a very good lot. The beagle puppies were 
only fair. The Skye terriers were splendid, and 
the pugs magnificent. Philadelphia carried off the 
majority of the honors in these pets. In the 
open dog class an extra third prize wes 
awarded, the judges being unable to decide 
between Miss Ashley’s Piccino and Miss Geis- 
tinger’s Prince. The second prize was withheld 
in the black and tan terrier class owing to lack of 
merit. The Dandie Dinmonts, Irish terriers, and 
Yorkshire terrier classes all contained many excep- 


tionally fine animals, and commendations were | 


freely distributed among them. In the miscella- 
neous Class, first wastaken by an imported Mal- 
tese terrier, second and third by berghunds, 
and fourth and fifth by Caniche poodles, Baro- 
net had no competition for the best pointer 
dog, and Belle had aiso a walk-over for the best 
pointer bitch. Mr. Moore did not have present the 
requisite number of small pointers to compete for 
the special for the best kennel, and the prize went 
to Mr. Orgill. When the six kennels of English 
setters entered the ring to compete for the 
special offered for the best - kennel of that 
breed, consisting of not. less than five 
owned by -one man, the si ht was such 
a one as {is rarely presented in a life-time. Fifteen 
of the thirty probabiy could not be equaled by any 
other 15 English setters in the world, and the other 
15 were not many points inferior. A crowd of 
spectators seven or eight deep surrounded the 
ring and gazed upon the spectacle with every indi- 
eation of delight. . Old sportingmen said after- 
ward that it was worth coming thousands of 
miles tolook at. The other owners saw that there 
would be no chance against Dr. Jarvis’s unequaled 
kennel of Irish setters, and all withdrew, leaving 
him an undisputed field. The Toledo Kennel Club 
took the special for the best kennel of black and 
tan setters, also without competition. Mr. Good- 
sell withdrew all his Laveracks, owing to a 
misunderstanding, and the special for the best 

ure Laverack setter went to Mr. Moore’s 

hunder, beating Pontiac and the great Eng- 
lish dog Emperor Fred, sent over to the 
show by Mr. John Robinson, of Sunderland. The 
special for the best English setter among the very 
highly commended animals inthe open classes at- 
tracted, as competitors, Janius, Warwick, Temple 
Bar, Lou, Blue Dan, Clexton,: Ham, and Young 
Belton. Warwick, an imported dog, by Leices- 
ter, out of Petrel, wasthe winner. When the 
great berghunds were taken into the ring to 
be judged for their’ special, Don and Leo 
sprang at each other, and before the attendants 
could realize what had happened, were locked in 
ferocious combat. There was intense excitement 
for a few moments, until Mr. Luke White, of 
Bridgeport, Conn., who is alarge exhibitor at the 
show, jumped into the ring, and _ grasping 
Leo by the neck dragged him by ain 
force away from the other animal, and thus 
prevented what promised to be an interesting 
dog fight. The Japanese spaniels, King Charles 
spaniels, and Italian greyhounds will be judged 
this morning, and immediately afterward the re- 
maining special prizes will be awarded. At 10 
o’clock the managers will begin to pay the prize- 
money onthe central stand. At 3 P. M. and again 
at 8 o'clock in the evening, all the prize-winning 
dogs of every class will have a grand parade in the 
two judging rings, 

Some excitement was caused about 8 o'clock last 
evening by the appearance of a Deputy Sheriff 
with an attachment against Mr. A. H. Moore's 
splendid kennel of dogs of various breeds. It ap- 
pears that Mr. Moore has been sued in Philadelphia, 
and the trial of the case will not take place until 
the Fall, but under the Pennsylvania law a 
plaintiff is entitled to an attachment if 
the defendant removes any of his property 
from the State. As Mr. Moore is a_ rich 
man, with large vested interests in Philadelphia, 
where his famous kennel is situated, it would seem 
that the action of the plaintiff in this case was en- 
tirely a piece of intended annoyance. The 
Deputy Sheriff at first insisted on removing 
the dogs, but the managers informed him 
that they were in their possession under contract 
during the show, and they would not permit 
him to do so. They offered, however, to allow him 
to remain and watch the dogs, if he chose, until to- 
to-night. This was not what he bargained for, and 
he finally consented to take the Club’s receipt for 
the dogs and to accept $25 for his trouble, having 
first demanded $100. Mr. C. H. Mason explained 
yerterday that the trouble between himself and the 
Customs officers arose from his misunderstandin 
their instructions to him when the dogs were landed, 
owing to deafness. They made an appointment to 
inspect the animals which he did not hear, and 
their visit on Wednesday was merely for the pur- 
pose of performing that formality. Mr. Mason 
added that he does not intend to return to England 
and does not desire to sell any of his dogs.

She feed an attendant to bring 
ner a large can of water, and then, going from 
stall to stall, looked after the needs of tho 
beautiful animals in person. An extraordinary in- 
stance of memory in a dog, which wes witnessed 
by Taz Trmes’s reporter yesterday, deserves rec- 
ord. Superintendent Lincoln and the reporter 
were examining some pointer puppies in one of 
the stalls and talking about them, when Mr. Lin- 
coln felt a tap on his shoulder, and turned around, 
but nobody was there. This wasrepeated a second 
time, with the same result, and Mr. Lincoln was 
very much puzzled to know what to make of it. 
When it happened a third time a black paw 
was seen to issue from the adjoining stall, add on 
looking into it the pointer bitch Princess, winner 
of first prize in the champion class, jumped all 
over Mr. Lincoln and otherwise expressed un- 
bounded delight. Mr. Lincoln said that he bred 
Princess, and sold her when 3 months old. That was 
more than four years ago. He hasnever owned her 
since, and had not seen her for two years when 
she made her successful attempt to renew his ac- 
quaintance. The marvel of the affair is that she 
could not have seen him where he stood owing to 
the board partition intervening, and must there- 
fore have recognized him by his voice.

When Capt. Scott ar- 
rived at the island yesterday, he found the 
crew of the steamer ashore livingin atent. He at 
once went alongside the wreck, and soon after 
noon began removing the cargo. He worked 
on her tbree or four hours, and was then 
compelled to haul off on acgount of a heavy 
swell, which madea:-it impossible to lay 
alongside. At the ‘time of leaving her 
the water was well up on her main-deck, 
she lies on a rock. There is a possibility that 
she may be got. off, but the chances 
are that she will go to _ pieces. 
Nearly all the cargo on the main deck has been 
taken off. and is stored on Mitch- 
ell’s . wharf, this It is estimated 
that one-third the cargo wag 
removed yesterday. It consists of paper and 
cardboard, much of which is ina damaged com

DR, WATKEINSS FAREWELL TO BALTI- 
MORE.

““Therefore, be thou steadfast, unmovable, 
and always abounding of the works of the Lord,” 
was the text from which the Rey. Dr. Wilbur F. Wat- 
kins, Rector of Christ Protestant Episcopal Church, 
preached his farewell sermon last night, prior to 
taking charge of the Church of the Holy Trinlty, 
New-York, to which he has recently been called, 


Christ Church was thronged, an¢d the last words of 
the Rector were listened to with great interest, not 
unmixed with regret at the parting which they 
preceded. Dr. Watkins, after referring to the ne- 
cessity of performing good works and being 
steadfast in the works of the Lord, made a brief 
address to the congregation in reference to the 
coming separation. He said that, now that 
the time had come for parting after being the Rec- 
tor for five years, he felt impelled to make 
a few remarks in relation to the course he had 
taken. He did not believe in invading the pulpit 
by personalities, but nevertheless considered it 
seemly that he should say a few words, although 
there were times when speech was silver and 
silence was golden. He had accepted the call to 
Holy Trinity because he thought it was his imper- 
ative duty so to do. He saw his opportunity for 
more extended usefulness there; and, recognizing 
the hand of God in thefcaill, had decided to go. To 
those who knew him this explanation, he was con- 

dent, would be sufficient. To those who did not 
know bim and recognize his true motive, he could 
only say with St. Paul, that it was very little matter 
to him how he was judged of the world. To those 
whom he bad taught and assisted to God or other- 
svise comforted, he would say a special word, that 
they continue steadfast, as it was not often that 
men desired to see their works of no avail. If he 
had done them any good, however, the excellency 
of power had been with God, not him. He urged 
all alike to continue to bring forth bountiful fruits, 
so that he could in the future hear well of them. If 
any remembered him with pleasure and gratitude, 
he rejoiced that his time bad not all been passed in 
vain. Ifthey had been helped toa better life by 
him he beseeched them to continue in the way, and 
hot to do him the wrong by foregoing their fidelity 
to God’s work.

Senator BurLEeR’s promised statement of 
the bargain between Senator Manong and 
the Republican leaders in the Senate 
amounts simply toa recapitulation of certain 
circumstances attending the action of the 
Senator from Virginia which are regarded 
as inexplicable unless on the suppo- 
sition of a bargain.

records of Maine and those of South Caro- 


lina. When the Senatorial discussion runs 
‘‘emptyings”’ like this, it is surely high 
time that it were ended. Its prolongation 
can tend only to the creation of bad feeling 
in the Senate and of disgust among the 


people, who have long ago become tired of 
the whole barren controversy. 


With Sir Srarrorp Norrscore as its 
Yeader, should his ‘‘eminent talents, mature 
experience, and signal public services’’ lead 
to his final selection for that difficult and 


responsible post, the English Conservative 


Party will not present a very imposing front 


to the enemy. The London newspaper which 
announces him as the probable successor of 
Lord BraconsFIELD considerably overrates 
his talents, which are best described by the 
convenient word respectable. Asthe Finance 
Minister of a wasteful administration he 
made a creditable showing of business abili- 
ty, squaring the empire’s revenues with its 
expenditures as nearly as it was possible to 
do at a time when the ideas of the 
“forward school’ of statesmen pre- 
vailed, but in grasp of great and 
complex subjects, in political foresight 
and dexterity, in readiness of mind, and in 
oratorical power he falls far below the level 
of the late Conservative leader, and of the 


“present, or any prospective, chief of the 


It is fortunate for him and his 
party that for some years to come his duties 
are likely to be those of a critic, not the cre- 
ator, of the Government’s policy. 
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Certain rural members of the State Senate 
seem to imagine that all prohibitions against 
the use of Broadway by street railroads may 
safely be removed, on the ground that as 
no railway can be placed on _ that 
thoroughfare unless the property-owners 
want it there can be no harm in allowing 
them to sanction it if so disposed. It does 
not seem to have occurred to these Solons 
that the interests of the commerce and peo- 
ple of this City in a great central artery of 
traffic, like Broadway below Union-square} 
are of greater magnitude than even those of 
the persons who own the adjoining 
property. Anybody in the least famil- 
iar with the interminable blocking of 
traffic which occurs on the lower part of 
Broadway will recognize the absurdity of 
turning it over to a street railroad corpora- 
tion. The loss to the general trade of the 
City which would thus be inflicted in a 
single year would amount to more than the 
entire value of the franchise to the Munici- 
pal Treasury. The general body of tax- 
payers in New-York have furnished the 
greater part of the money needed to make 
Broadway what it is, and their wishes about 
‘its uses are decidedly more entitled to re- 
spect than those of any section of the own- 
ers of adjoining property.

A compromise Street-cleaning bill has 
been prepared for presentation to the con- 
ference committee which deals with the dis- 
puted question of appointment after this 
fashion: The Mayor is to appoint a Super- 
intendent of Street-cleaning and the Board 
of Health is to confirm, as in the Car- 
penter Dill, but should the Board of 
Health fail, after three ballots, to 
agree asto the confirmation or rejection of 
the Mayor’s nominee, then the votes of the 
two members of the board who approve of

firm. This is, at least, a workable measure, 
aud, as on every ground, the necessity for 
action is urgent, there is no reason why 
it should not be accepted and passed. 
We understand that a majority of the Com- 
mittee of Twenty-one are in favor of the 
bill, in default of any chance of the success 
of their own proposal, and everybody who 
does not want to see the business left where 
it is will admit the expediency of accepting 
the best compromise attainable. The trouble 
seems to be that a number of small 
local politicians who imagine that the Re- 
publican Party of this City and State exists 
for their personal benefit think the compro- 
mise might endanger some of their patron- 
age, and.are doing their best to  pre- 
vent any settlement of the question 
whatever. In justice. to Commissioners 
Frencw * and Mason,~- it must be 
stated that they are not of that ; number, 
and that they are as anxious to be rid of all 
responsibility for cleaning the. streets as 
men who have had such disagreeable expe- 
rience of its embarrassments might natu- 
rally be supposed to be. 


. THE STAR ROUTES IN POLITICS. 


‘The apologists of the star route ring 
have chosen a novel line of defense, which 
they evidently think is likely to prove effec- 
tive. Happily for the interests of the pub- 
lic, they enjoy the services of a newspaper 
organ. , A newspaper has some power, pro- 
portioned to its ability and standing, when it 
is on the right side. When it is on the wrong 
side, it frequently happens that it helps to ex- 
pose rather than to screen those who have been 
guilty of bad conduct, and whom it seeks to 
protect from condemnation. This is likely 
to prove the case with the organ of the star 
route ring. We have already alluded to 
the insinuations thrown out by the Nation- 
al Republican, of Washington, as to the mo- 
tives of the President and the Postmaster- 
General. To these it now adds hints that 
the President accepted aid from the star 
route contractors to secure his election.- In 
effect, this is not a denial that the ring was 
guilty of swindling. Itis simply a sugges- 
tion that if the ring were guilty,, it does 
not become the President to punish 
them for it, because he __ indirect- 
ly benefited by their transactions. 
The suggestion is an insult to the President 
and to the Republican Party. It does not 
deserve the slightest attention so far as the 
merits of the case are concerned, and its 
source entitles it to the completest contempt. 
But it shows very clearly the standard 
which men who indulge in business of the 
star route sort apply to public men. 

- Itis very well known that the friends of the 
star route swindlers have plied the President 
and the Postmaster-General with appeals 
and arguments to the effect that the ‘‘ good 
of the party’’ requires that thismatter should 
be disposed of as quietly as possible. It 
has been suggested that many of the gentle- 
men now exposed to public reprobation 


gave very liberally to the campaign 
funds; that.they were efficient workers 
in the Republican cause; that several of 
them were conspicuously connected with 
the party organization, and so on through 


the dreary list of insulting sophistries with 


which every one is familiar who has studied 


the history of politics of recent days. So 
far as concerns the immediate effect of these 
pleas, and of the pitiful insinuations of 
the ring organ in Washington, it must 
be to make the President and Postmaster- 


General more determined than ever to clear 


the service of the rascals in whose behalf 


they are put forward and to bring them to 
justice. No such impetusis needed, but if 
it were, the tactics of the ring should seal 
their fate with the Administration. Any 


hesitation or apparent clemency now could 
only be interpreted as giving plausibility to 


the impudent innuendoes of the ring. This 
fact has doubtless escaped the astute apolo- 
gists of the frauds. It shows, as we have 
pointed out, that an organ is a very danger- 


ous thing for guilty men to own or employ. 


We are not surprised that the men who 
have been enriching themselves in postal 
contracts at the public expense should have 
been active politicians. It was their obvious 
interest to be so. They knew that if the 
new Administration were made up of honest 
men, the only chance of saving themselves 
would be to plead political service. They 


knew, too, that the notion that political 
service might properly be rewarded in one 


way or another by favors from those in 
authority, was very general. - If an in-

or a Custom-house, or an incompetent and 
ignorant man be sent abroad as Consul, sim- 
ply because they had respectively served the 
party or the party leaders, why should not 
contracts be given to’ energetic workers 
and to liberal subscribers to the party 
funds? And if contracts were so given, 
why should not the terms thereof 
be broadly construed to enable these 
deserving defenders of the party cause to get 
a fair compensation for their zeal and 
fidelity and efficiency in the common 
struggle ? Their reasoning was not without 
such force as the analogy could give. The 
ideas of patronage and of plunder are very 
closely connected, and the wrong to the 
public in the star route business differed 
rather in degree than in kind from that in- 
volved in making party services the supreme 
claim to appointments in the civil service. 


The extent to which the idea is rooted in 
the public mind which tolerates these abuses 
is shown in the effrontery with which the 
star route ring brings forward its plea in 
abatement. It is the same confidence in the 
general demoralization on this class of sub- 
jects betrayed by the party men at Albany, 
who put partisan interests above the needs 
of the public in the  street-cleaning 
matter. Itis assumed that the party, by 
which is meant those who enjoy the patron- 
age, must be protected at all hazards. The 
consequences to the general public may be 
considered afterward, if there be any oppor- 
tunity or occasion to consider them at all. 
But it is obvious that, to a great extent, 
these dealers in patronage and fat contracts 
are reckoning without theirhost. (The pub- 
lic tolerated these things long and patient- 
ly partly because they were not thor- 
oughly understood, partly because there 
seemed to be no immediate way of getting 
rid of them. But in the star route mat- 
ter at least, the plea for political sympathy 
will fetch'nothing. The people believe that 
the Administration will probe the offensive 
growth to the core and cut it out; they will 
sustain that course and no other. Gen. 
GARFIELD ahd Mr. JAMEs can count on the 
complete support of public opinion in their 
work. Their own standard of duty is too 
high to permit them to hesitate, and they 
can rest assured that their utmost firmness 
and energy will be fully appreciated. 


PROGKESS OF TAX LAW REVISION. 


It is probable that the business of legisla- 
tion in this State for the present year will be 
brought to aclose.within a month from this 
There will be little regret at the dis- 
persion of the law-makers, but there are some 
matters still awaiting action that are of great 
importance. The work of revising the tax 
laws is not so far advanced as it should 
have been, and it becomes more and more 
evident-every day that it is not likely to be 
completed at the present session. But there 
should be some degree of symmetry and 
completeness in what is done; the new sys- 
tem, if it can be called such, should be 
brought to a condition in which it will work 
successfully, and only need supplementing 
and perfecting hereafter. The commis- 
sion appointed by the’ Governor has 
done+some good work, and has evi- 
dently acted with sole reference to the 
public « interest and the general _ prin- 
ciples of equity and sound policy in taxa- 
tion. But the moment a measure leaves the 
hands of the commission and is taken up by 
the joint committee there is a general onset 
from the special interests to be affected for 
the purpose of securing modifications. The 
danger is that the influences which invade 
committee rooms and Legislative halls from 
the lobby will succeed in distorting what 
was intended to be consistent and harmoni- 
ous. While the care and thought devoted 
to the preparation or suggestion of bills by 
the commission should not relieve legislators 
from a sense of their own responsibility or 
from the exercise of independent judgment, 
it should outweigh in their minds the claims 
and special pleas of interested outsiders. 

The bill defining ‘‘ Jands’’ for purposes of 
taxation, and that exempting from assess- 
ment vessels owned by citizens of this State 
and engaged in foreign trade, have passed 
the Senate as they came from the commis- 
sion. They are both good measures and 
should speedily become law, but they go a 
very little way indeed in the work of revi- 
sion. One of the most important of the 
other bills now pending is that for obtain- 
ing a State revenue from corporations. As 
reported ‘‘complete”’ by the joint commit- 
tee it contains the objectionable eleventh 
section, which makes exemptions in favor of 
street surface railroads. But in this is con- 
centrated all there is objectionable in the 
bill, and it should be stricken out with- 
out reservation. Otherwise the bill prom- 
ises to accomplish the purpose of perfect- 
ing the act of last year and deriving a 
fair revenue for the State from corporations 


without interfering with the local assess 


ment of their property. A new bill has been 
introduced for the purpose of remedying the 
difficulty occasioned last year by the double 
assessment of corporate property under the 
old and new laws, 


Another important measure consists of a 


careful revision of the separate act for the 
taxation of banks and bank shares. This, 
as submitted by the commission, not only 
makes provision for the assessment of the 
shares in the hands of the holdérs as part of 


their personal property, but proposes to levy 


a tax of one-half of 1 per cent. on the ‘ ay- 


erage of all sums of money received on 
deposit and of all sums employed’’ in bank- 
ing business, whether by incorporated banks 
or individual bankers. This would impose 


an additional burden on the banks wh%ch 


they are not likely to accept without protest. 


Aside from their circulation, the national 
banks pay to the Federal Government a tax 
of one-half of 1 per cent. on the average of 
their deposits, and one-half of 1 per cent. 


on their capital in excess of what is 


invested in Government bonds. Their 
shares alone among certificates of cor- 
porate property are reached and fully 
taxed in the hands of the holders. The 
burden of taxation in years past, when no 
offset for debt was allowed in the assessment 
of bank shares, has had the effect of driving 
bank capital out of this City, which is the 
financial and commercial centre of a conti- 
nent. What the banks are willing to accept 


is probabiy the bill urged upon the joint 
committee by their revresentatives a day or 
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two ago, providing for the assessment of the 
shares as part of the personal property of 
the holders and specifically exempting their 
‘capital, franchises, and business. ’’ 

The scheme for deriving the State revenue 
from corporate franchises and from _busi- 
ness interests is not yet complete. A license 
tax on sales of liquor, tobacco, and some 
other commodities is contemplated. A bill 
for levying a tax of 1-5 of a mill on the 
dollar on brokers’ sales is among those pend- 
ing, and the ultimate purpose appears to be 
to obtain a sufficient income for State pur- 
poses, independent of the assessment of real 
estate and personal property, leaving these to 
furnish the taxes for local objects. If this 
can be accomplished, it will narrow the dif- 
ficulties of the subject very materially. The 
assessment of real estate presents no diffi- 
culty at all, and if that of personal property 
for local purposes alone can be dealt with 
by itself, some means may be found for 
escaping the embarrassment with which 
the subject ‘is beset. The solution 
of the problem is ccriainly not to be found 
in Mr. Srrein’s remarkable ‘* equalization’”’ 
bill that has been ordered to a third reading 
in the Assembly in the face of the objec- 
tions of the commission, and this is one of 
the discouraging features of the action of 
that branch of the Legislature. The 
Steele bill would create a new muddle 
in place of the old one. If the assessment 
of real estate and personal property can be 
reduced to a question of local taxation sim- 
ply, and a principle can be established in 
favor of taxing only visible and tangible pos- 
sessions without exemption or deduction, it 
may be found practicable to leave it to local 
authorities to fix the proportion of the bur- 
den which different classes of property are 
to bear and the method of making the as- 
sessment. 


THE CITY WATER SUPPLY. 


Were any doubt still lingering in the 
minds of the people of this City with regard 
to the need of taking immediate steps to in- 
crease the public water supply, it would be 
removed by the report just made to Com- 
missioner Hugert O. THompson by the 
Chief Engineer of the Croton Aqueduct. 
This is the clearest statement of the actual 
condition of our water supply which has yet 
been made public. In addition to its in- 
trinsic evidence of care and accuracy, Mr. 
NeEwtTon’s report is strengthened by the 
emphatic indorsement of Mr. E. Cugs- 
BROUGH, the distinguished hydraulic en- 
gineer. Mr. CHEsBROUGH, Whose aqueducts 
at Boston and Chicago have earned him a 
fame commensurate with his many years of 
practical experience, appends to Mr. Nrew- 
TON’s report the statement that, after giving 
more than amonth of careful study to the 
question, he concurs with the recommenda- 
tions of the Chief Engineer, ‘‘ above all in 
reference to the great importance of begin- 
ning as soon as practicable the construction 
of a new aqueduct.’’ The purpose, then, of 
Mr. NEwrTon’s report is to announce the un- 
welcome truth that New-York has outgrown 
her water supply, and to point out the 
remedy. 

It must not be understood, however, that 
New-York has had an exceptional expe- 
rience. On the contrary, in Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Boston, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
and Chicago additional works have been 
found necessary, and have been constructed. 
It should also be noted that the only diffi- 
culty is in the capacity of the conduit, and 
not in that of the water sources. There is 
now running to waste over the Croton dam 
an average of considerably more than twice 
as much water as the maximum capacity of 
the single aqueduct which conveys the 
entire supply. Mr. Nzwron forcibly says 
that no other city of equal importance is so 
dependent for its water on a single engineer- 
ing structure. The consumption of water 
per head! in this City is no doubt consider- 
ably less than is generally supposed; for the 
total population, fixed and floating, is proba- 
bly not less than fifteen hundred thousand 
souls, while its present rate of consumption 
is about sixty-five gallons per head, which is 
just about half the quantity consumed in 
Chicago, where every drop of water is 
pumped at greatSexpense from Lake Michi- 
gan. 

A cross section of our present aqueduct 
shows an area of a little over fifty-three 
square feet. It was originally intended 
to carry about sixty million gallons per 
day, at the maximum; but by filling the 
conduit above the spring line of the roof 
arch it is possible to greatly increase this 
delivery. The assertion has been made 
that the ultimate capacity of the aqueduct is 
one hundred and fifteen million gallons; but 
Mr. Newton, while not directly denying 
this statement, says that last year’s average 
was about ninety-five millions a day, and 
that an effort made at one time in a previous 
year to force the flow to eight millions more 
caused serious damage to the aqueduct— 
meaning, probably, that the pressure of the 
water on the masonry was dangerously in- 
creased. In fact, when the aqueduct is en- 
tirely filled, but not under additional pres- 
sure, it conveys less than when a little space 
is left at the top. Of course, this is inde- 
pendent of the consideration of danger in 


subjecting the aqueduct to an internal pres- 
sure not originally designed. 


There is hardly a house in New-York 
which does not already bear witness to the 
steadily decreasing power of the aqueduct 
to supply demands by the failure of the 


water to reach the upper stories, When- 


ever there is a drought or an unusual de- 
mand by neighboring factories this evil is 
increased. Mr. Newron plainly says that 
the time is not far distant when the supply 
in many localities will not rise above the 


basement. Of course, this evil would be 


not only exceedingly annoying, but would 


be pernicious to public health, because a 
copious supply of water is essential to the 
cleansing of pipes in the upper floors. It 
would also seriously affect the manufacturing 


interests of the Metropolis, which, for their 
steam boilers and other mechanical appli- 
ances, consume a vast quartity of water. 
It is very important to observe that, owing to 
the variety of modern industries and to the 
position of New-York as the chief manufac- 
turing as well as commercial centre of the 
country, the yearly increase in the demand 
for water is far greater than the mere an- 
nual growth of population indicates. 

If it be admitted that a new conduit is 
needed, preparations for supplying it should 


be made at once. A work of such a char- 
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acter cannot be completed in a day; the 
projecting, the legislating, the planning, 
and the practical execution require several 
years in their accomplishment. Meanwhile, 
hundreds of thousands will have been added 
to the City’s population, and the evils which 
are now just beginning to be made ap- 
parent will by that time have become a 
source of positive distress. No one, it is 
safe to say, would offer the criticism that 
the new aqueduct was premature, even 
should it be begun to-morrow. It is far more 
likely that, whatever speed may be made 
in preparation, the new supply will not be 
furnished until after serious inconveniences 
have been felt for its lack. Undoubtedly, 
something can be effected by enforcing 
greater economy in the use of the water. 
But the cost of the mechanical appliances 
and the salaries of agents and inspectors 
for this purpose would, in the course of ten 
years, amount to a considerable sum, and, 
after all, the plan would be only a make- 
shift. The City puts itself in a false posi- 
tion when its chief anxiety is to inculcate 
economy in the use of water in tenement- 
houses and other places where an abundance 
of water is most needed. It would be like 
fixing meters to reduce the consumption of 
healthful air. The question of water supply 
is, indeed, among the most vital of those 
connected with the health and prosperity of 


‘the City, and Chief Engineer Newron’s 


convincing argument for the construction of 
a new aqueduct should not pass unheeded. 


A CRACKED MOUNTAIN. 


A great misfortune has befallen the island 
of Sicily in general and the cities of Messina 
and Catania in particular. Gloom has over- 
spread the hotel-keepers, and only a stern 
sense of duty can enable the most conscien- 
tious brigand to maintain his cheerfulness. 
What are civil and religious liberty com- 
pared with tourists in the estimation of 
hard-working Sicilians? Unquestionably 
Sicily belongs to free and united Italy, but 
this is a small consolation now that the 
island is threatened with the loss of traveling 
foreigners. It was Etna that drew the Eng- 
lishman, the Frenchman, the German, and 
the occasional American to Sicily, but now 
the fatal truth that Etna is cracked and will 
no longer prove an attraction to foreigners 
has been published by a scientific journal. 


Etna was undoubtedly the best volcano in 
Europe. Vesuvius is an excellent volcano 
for its size, and the Neapolitans have made 
the most of it. The eruptions of Vesuvius 
are frequent, and often they are really im- 
posing, especially in the eyes of people who 
have never seen a first-class volcano. Al- 
most every Winter a tiny stream of real lava 
can be found flowing out of some crevice in 
the cone, and the Neapolitan hotel-keepers 
always assert that a tremendous eruption is 
close at hand. Still, after all, Vesuvius is a 
small affair, and is not for a moment -to be 
compared with towering, snow-clad | Etna. 
Stromboli is another good steady volcano, 
that is always blazing, and . were it situated 
where hotel-keepers could utilize it there is 
no doubt that it would be deservedly popu- 
lar. But Etna is, or rather was, worth half a 
dozen such toy volcanoes as Stromboli. 
It is a mountain: nearly ten thousand 
feet in height, and the view from its summit 
is grander than the view from any of the 
summits of the Alps. When it has an 
eruption, the best efforts of Vesuvius are in 
comparison as the bubbling of a tea-kettle. 
Its streams of lava are miles in width, and 
are rivaled only by those of Kilauea. Its 
earthquakes shake Catania, Messina, and 
lesser towns into piles of shapeless ruins, 
and its enormous crater could almost con- 
tain the entire mountain of Vesuvius. 
Naturally, the Sicilians have been proud of 
their unrivaled volcano. It has been their 
chief source of income. The Catanian 
hotel-keepers have grown rich by taking 
in the wayfaring foreigner and helping him 
on his way to.the mountain. The rest 
of the population of Catania has furnished 
him with donkeys and hired itself to him as 
guides; and the people of the other parts 
of the island have laid in wait for him in 
the gloomy pine forests of Etna and en- 
riched themselves with his clothes and what 
little money the hotel-keepers and donkey 
men may have overlooked. No wonder the 
simple and honest Sicilian loved his moun- 
tain, and gratefully acknowledged the tour- 
ists whom it lured into his hands. It is esti- 
mated that no less than thirty thousand 
families of hotel-keepers, donkey-owners, 
guides, and brigands have annually derived 
their sole support from tourists who visit 
Mount Etna, and it is heart-breaking to 
think of the misery which stares these peo- 
ple in the face now that Etna is apparently 
spoiled. 

Not quite a year ago there was every pros- 
pect that Etna was about to have a violent 
eruption, and a great business revival was 
anticipated by the industrial classes of Sicily. 
On the 29th of May the mountain suddenly 
cracked, and a vast fissure miles in length 
appeared in one of its sides. The prelimi- 


nary symptons of eruption immediately 
ceased. The mountain relieved itself of a 
little mud, and then ceased to growl, shake, 
or give any other signs of life. Experienced 
volcano engineers have pronounced the 


opinion that so long as the crack remains 


open it will be impossible to get up pressure 
enough to produce an eruption and that in 
all probability the volcano will henceforth 
be as useless as an exploded locomotive 
boiler. 


Of course, this means the total ruin of 


thirty thousand families and the general de- 
cline of all Sicilian industries. What is the 
Messinian or Catanian hotel-keeper to do 
when there is no longer any volcano to 
bring travelers to Sicily? How can the 
hard-working brigand make a living when 


‘he can capture nobody buta stray and un- 
profitable scientific person who may come to 


Mount Etna to inspect the fissure? The 
useless donkeys of Catania are eating their 
heads. off in hopeless idleness, and the vast 


population of guides find their occupation 
gone forever. 


To mend the mountain is obviously the 
only chance of reviving the prosperity of 
Sicily. It is, however, exceedingly improb- 
able that it can be mended. Undoubtedly, 
an American boiler-maker could be hired to 
puta soft patch on the mountain, but it 
would then be no stronger than an old ex- 
cursion steam-boat boiler. Filling up the 
crack with earth would be quite useless, 
since a very little pressure of steam would 


blow out the filling as easily as putty is 


blown out of the cracks of the boiler of a 
Weehawken ferry-boat. The only thing 
which could be done would be to shrink red- 
hot hoops of iron around the mountain, thus 
drawing the edges of the crack together and 
making the volcano as strong as ever. This, 
however, would be enormously expensive, 
and, in the present state of Sicilian finances, 
entirely out of the question. 

We might as well accept tbe fact that 
Etna is spoiled. Henceforth it is fit only 
for a moderate-sized New-York street dust- 
heap. Its usefulness as a volcano is ended, 
and Vesuvius is now without a single impor- 
tant European rival. 


The ease with which the Tunisian Krourirs 
have been twice defeated by the French fully ac- 
counts for the prevalent anxiety in Constantinople 
asto the fate of African Turkey. True, France 
has disclaimed all idea of annexation; but so did 
Russia when advancing upon Khiva in 1873. Should 
France need an excuse for copying MacManon’s 
historical ‘“‘ Here lam and here I stay,” she can 
easily find one. The realor alleged presence of 
Tunisian regulars in the Kroumir ranks, the Bey’s 
possible complicity in the Algerian agitation, a sin- 
gle attack by the-excited Moslems of Tunis upon 
some Christian resident, would “ call for a military 
occupation of the city,’ which, if permitted by 
Europe, might suggest to Austria, Russia, and 
Italy the advantage of realizing in other parts of 
Turkey the maxim that heaven helps those who 
help themselves. With such possibilities before 
his eyes, the Commander of the Faithful may well 
feel uneasy. 


The late EMILE DE GIRARDIN was, in point 
of enterprise and expedients, something like an 
American, and, indeed, the boulevardiers were 
wont, years ago, to call him the Swiss-Yankee 
journalist. Notwithstanding his unquestioned 
ability and strength of character, he had all the 
vanity and egotism of a Frenchman, and was, dur- 
ing his long life, a target, on this account, of any 
number of satirical arrows. One of his weaknesses 
was @ fancy that he bore a striking resemblance 
to the great NapoLtreon, and, until age had 
thinned his hair to a dezree which ren- 
dered the thing impossible, he wore a lock of 
hair, csrefully and continually adjusted, over his 
forehead, after the manner of the first Emperor. 
He imitated him, too, in other things so far as he 
could, and was persuaded thatin journalism and 
politics he was what the hero of Wagram and 
Austerlitz had been in the field. His political 
versatility has never been exceeded by any 
Parisian of the century, and thisis saying a vast 
deal. One of his principles in journalism, ‘‘ An 
idea every day,’’ was his practice also. The wits 
were fond of saying that when he went to beda 
Legitimist he rose an Orleanist; that he break- 
fasted a MKRepublican, lunched an Imperialist, 
and dined a Socialist. If he awoke during the 
night he was much troubled, because then he 
never could tell on what. side he was, 
for he required four or five whole hours to 
undergo a complete revolution. When reproached 
with inconsistency and constant change, he would 
say sometimes, ‘‘ Why should the politicians find 
fault with me? They ought to be satisfied; I have 
advocated at some time the measures of every 
rulerof my country. What more would they have? 
If I have not been everything at once, I have been 
as near to itas any one man can be.” GIRaRDIN’s 
great ambition, throughout his whole career, was 
to be the power behind the throne, the 
confidential adviser of President, King, Em- 
peror, § whoever might be at the head of 
the nation. He always insisted, too, that his 
advice should be fully and promptly fol- 
lowed. This explains many of his political al- 
liances and abandonments. The very moment 
that an Administration declined to perceive the 


perfect wisdom of the journalist’s counsel, that’ 


moment he began to swerve. Louis Pusiuippsg, 
Louis NAPoLeon, and other rulers asked his advice, 
but usually after advice was useless. He was 
called, therefore, the holy sacrament. When he 
was sent for, the end was irretrievably drawing 
nigh. Apart from journalism, he was a man of 
extraordinary resources and a very shrewd finar- 
cier also. He prided himself on buying journals 
that were near death and resuscitating them with 
his name and talents, He was probably the rich- 
est newspaper man 1n Paris; his estate is estimated 
at about 7,000, 000f. 
nr 
In an interesting article on what may be 
called ‘* the German language of these latter days,” 
a well-informed German writer has much to say 
regarding the decay of his mother tongue. With 
much discernment he points out that many of the 
strongest words in the language of Lessrne and 
other standard authors, such words as /ustweg, pleas- 
ure path or walk, kunstrichter, art judge, and eindil- 
dungskraft, power of imagination, have fallen en- 
tirely into disuse, while in their place have been 
substituted the weaker words of foreign deriva- 
tion promenade, kritiker, and phantasie. The wri- 
ter further declares, and gives abundant proof of 
his assertion, that almost any paper written during 
the Thirty-Years’ War, when the language may be 
said to have bee# mogt in chaos, will be found to 
contain afar dmalier proportion of foreign words 
than the average Berlin newspaper of to-day. In 
addition it is shown that the purely Ger- 
man words which are used are formed upon 
a bad analogy. For instances such ridicuious 
expressions as selbstredend and jetztzeit are rapidly 
taking the place of the honest old German words 
selbstverstindlich and gegenwart. Still further, it is 
most justly complained that the ordinary German 
journalist of to-day seems to be never satisfied un- 
less he employs numberless unnecessary words and 
stilted expressions, For example, no such writer 
would now think of saying simply mit einem 
messer, With @ knife, the fashionable newspaper 
phrase : being mit zuhilfenahme eines messers, 
and again, instead of von Preussen, from Prussia, 
must, in the new jargon, be written von Seiten 
Preussens, or, still worse, Preussischerseits. As a 
result of all this, it is well shown that the Germans 
are being rapidly divided into two classes, the one, 
a small one, which speaks pure old-fashioned Ger- 
man, and the other, which delights in a tongue 
hashed up from all sorts of languages. 
So 


A difficulty among certain members of the 
Roman Catholic clergy in Indiana which may give 
rise to very serious trouble is now attracting much 
attention in that State. The facts in the case, so 
far as they can be learned from one of the rever- 


end gentlemen interested, are as follows: Some 
time since Father Locan, then the parish priest of 
Brownsburg,,a settlement near Indianapolis, made 
a note for three hundred dollars. payable to a man 
named Hart. This the priest did in the name of his 
flock. Subsequently, however, the members of the 


congregation refused to pay the note, declaring 
that they had received absolutely no benefit from 


the money raised on !t. Shortly after this decision 
had been arrived at Father Logan was replaced 
by a Father Donovax, who was a short time ago 
ordered by Bishop Cuararp, the ruler of the 
diocese, to pay the amount due to Harr. At the 
same time it was said that the money should be ob- 


tained by an assessment upon the parishioners of 
Brownsburg. The new priest failed to obey this 


order, whereupon the Bishop paid the amount of 
the note, and to reimburse himself caused a mort- 
gage to be placed upon the Brownsburg Church. 
Atthesame time he suspended Father Donovan. 
The latter believed, as well he might if his story is 
to be credited, that he was a much injured man. 


Still, with all the grace possible, he submitted. to 


the authority of his superior, and closed his church 


for several weeks. On Palm Sunday, however, as- 
suming that he had been suspended long enough, 
he again returned to his pulpit and renewed his 
ministration. This action seems to have given 
great offense to Bishop CHaTarD, so great. indeed, 
that he issued an edict, written in what 
the priest calls “very queer Latin,” denouncing 
the latter’s “rebellion” against the authority of 
Mother Church, degrading him from his pastoral 
office, and, in effect, excommunicating him. 
Singularly enough, this “ bull’? had anything but 
the result which it was evidently intended 
to produce. Father Donovan, instead of be- 
ing frightened, laughed at the wrath of the 
Bishop and went on with his ministrations ap- 
parently with as much serenity as if he 
knew himself to be the special favorite of the Pope 
and all his Cardinals. Fortunately for him, and 
much to their own credit, the members of his con- 
gregation feel just as he does about the action of 


the Bishop, Within a day or two they have passed _ 


a series of resolutions denouncing the lattes 
in terms more catholic than complimentary, and 
pledging their support to their priest. So sus- 
tained, he promises to institute a suit against the 
Bishop for alleged irregularities in connection 
with the mortgage which he placed upon the 
parish chureh. If this suit is ever brought to trial, 
numerous interesting details relating to the man- 
agement of the Roman Catholic Society in Indiana 
are to be expected. It is likely, however, thatthe 
whole affair, like many others of the same sort, 
will ultimately be compromised in the interest of 


harmony— and Mother Church. 
or 


A comparison of the official oaths of several 
countries, apropos of the Bradlaugh affair, is not 
uninteresting. France demands no oath, nor even 
any equivalent formality, before her iegislators 
enter upon their duties. Even under the empire, 
the Deity was not called upon, the simple formula 
being, “I swear fidelity to the Emperor and the 
Constitution.” In Austria, also, there is no oath,’ 
but, in reply to a question from the President of 
the Reichsrath whether the new member “ prom- 
ises loyalty and obedience to the Emperor, inviola- 
ble observance of the Constitution, as wellas of 
all other laws, and conscientious fulfillment of his 
duty,” the new member simply replies, “I prom- 
ise.’ The reason that members of the German 
Parliament take no oath is that many of them are 
under an oath of allegiance to their respective 
States in the German Federation, and soa con- 
flict of duty might arise if two oaths were insisted 
upon. The Prussian member of Parliament takes 
an oath beginning, “Iswear by Gop the omnipo- 
tent and omniscient,” and ending “‘so may Gop 
help me.” Asif this were not enough, those whe 
choose, it is provided, may add “through Jxavs 
Curist to eternal bliss, amen.” The Span- 
ish Deputies are put through something of 
a catechism. The Secretary asks them: ‘Da 
you swear to observe, and make others observe, 
the Constitution of the Spanish monarchy? Do 
you swear fidelity and obedience to the legitimate 
King of Spain, ALFonso XII? Do you swear well 
and truly to behave in the mission confided to you 
by the nation,’always and in everything seeking the 
welfare of the nation?’ The answer expected is, 
“Yes, I do swear,” and the replication is, **If you 
doso may Gop reward you, and if you do not may 
He call you to account.” In 1879, it may be said, 
Sefior Castetar and fifteen others were the Brad- 
laughs of Spain, but their objections were not 
based on religious or irreligious grounds. In Italy 
the President of the Chamber of Deputies says: 
with elaborate politeness, “I invite the honorable 
gentleman to take the oath in the form following: 
I swear to be faithful to the King and to observe 
loyally the fundamental statute and the other 
laws of the State, with a single view to the insep- 
arable welfare of the King and the country.” The 
new Deputy responds with the single word, “* Giur/ 
go,’’ (I swear.) The oath to which Mr. Brap 
LAUGH objects seems harmless enough. It reads: 
“*T do swear that I will be faithful and bear true 
allegiance to her Majesty, Queen VuicTorta, hes 
heirs and successors, according to law; so help 
me Gop.” Obviously, any man who belieyes 
in any God, whether Jew or Mohamme- 
dan or Christian, might honorably assent 
to every letter of this oath. And so, too, of course, 
might any man who believes in no God at ali. Fos 
him the oath lacks its usual sanction, and scrupu< 
lous honor might lead him to point this outat the 
time of complying with tne custom of oath-taking; 
but there can be no doubt that dozens, perhaps 
scores, of other members Of Parliament do not 
agree with Mr. BrapLaveu in this view of the suby 
ject. He, having explained his position once fos 
all, cannot be expected to be forever explaining 
and objecting, and so cannot be blamed for swear 
ing.

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC. 


THE MUSIC FESTIVAL. 

As the time approaches for the beginning of 

the Music Festival, the public interest is evidently 
strongly enlisted, and the managers are fully em- 
ployed in supplying the demand for seats. There 
is now no question as to the imposing character of 
the concerts, as those who have attended 
the rehearsals this week well know. The 
Seventh Regiment Armory is the only build- 
ing in New-York where this enterprise could be 
carried to a successful conclusion. When the plan 
of a really great festival was first conceived, the 
only obstacle was that there was no hall in the 
City equal to the requirements; but the happy sug- 
gestion was made that the new armory might be 
secured and would afford sufficient accommoda- 
tion, and after some negotiation this magnificent 
building was leased by the committee. Its propor- 
tions are in keeping with the imposing nature 
of the Festival. Occupying the entire block 
bounded by Fourth and Lexington avenues, 
Sixty-sixth and Sixty-seventh streets, it is 
admirably adapted for the purposes of the Festi- 
val. The seating capacity of the hall, with the ad- 
ditional boxes that have been arranged, will be 
sufficient for 10,000 people. It is understood that 
special arrangements will be made for the trans- 
portation of the audiencss to and from the several 
concerts by extra trains on the New-York 
Elevated Railroad and additional horse cars, 
and all that good business management can accom- 
dlish will be done to facilitate the com- 
fortable trip to and from the = armory. 
The special features of interest are the chorus, the 
orchestra, the group of solo singers, and the or- 
gan. As to the chorus, it may be truly said that it 
is a superb body of singers, numbering 1,200 se- 
lected voices. It is composed of five sections from 
this City, Brooklyn, Jersey City, Newark, and Ny- 
ack. Throughout the Winter they have been 
drilled under approved conductors, and have been 
repeatedly instructed by Dr. Damrosch himself.. 
They have also had several joint rehearsals prior 
to those with the orchestra, and probably no 
more efficiert body of singers has ever 
been collected in which a full acquaintance 
with the work to be done was universal, and the 
individual ability of each member was unques- 
tioned. In addition there is to be a chorns of 1,200 
female voices and 250 boys, who have been taken 
from church choirs. These latter have given evi- 
dence at the rehearsals of excellent quality and 
good training. The orchestra, it is safe to say, 
has never been equaled, and contains not only the 
best of our resident musicians, but a num- 
ber of well-known performers from _ Boston, 
Philadelphia, and Cincinnati. Its composition 
‘is as follows: Forty first violins, 40 second 
violins, 28 violas, 26 violoncellos, 26 double 
basses—a total of 160 stringed instruments—6 
fintes, 6 oboes, 4 clarionets, 8 bassoons, 12 horns, 
16 trumpets, 14 trombones, 10 tympani, 3 cymbals, 
and 2 harps, a total of 241. The concert masters 
among the first violins are Messrs. Richard Arnold, 
Rudolph Bial, Brandt, Hamm, Matzka, and Joseph 
Mosenthal. These names, with the lists that fol- 
low, are an assurance of the excellence of the com- 
position of this powerful orchestra, and, indeed, a 
perusal of the roll shows that there is hardly a 
musician of prominence whom Dr. Damrosch has 
not enlisted in his force. 

Asto the solo singers, Dr. Damrosch has been 
fortunate in his selection. The list contains among 
the ladies Mme. Gerster. Miss Annie Louise Cary, 
Mrs. Imogene Brown, and Miss Antonia Henne, 
and among the gentlemen Signor Campanini, Mr. 
Myron W. Whitney, Mr. Franz Remmertz, Mr. A. 
E. Stoddard, Mr. Sohst, and Mr. Toedt. 

The organ, which will be played upon by Mr. 8. 
P. Warren and Mr. Walter Damrosch, has been 
loaned to the Festival Committee by the Church of 
St. Vincent Ferrer, and has been transferred to the 
armory and erected in the middle of the stage. It 
was recently built by Mr. H. L. Roosevelt, and is 
considered by him to be one of the best instruments 
that has ever come from his establishment. Its 
rich tone and power make it.a perfectly satisfacto- 
ry adjunct to the orchestra and chorus. With all 
these essentials to success and the energetic work 
of so accomplished and learned a musician as Dr. 
Damrosch, it is not too much to expect a rare treat 
fu the series of seven entertainments which will 
occupy the attention of the immense audiences 
next week.

A MADDENED HUSBAND’S CRIME. 
——_-+ > 
ON TRIAL FOR THE MURDER OF A MAN 
FOUND, THE PRISONER CLAIMS, IN HIS 

WIFE’S ROOM. 

Scranton, April 28.—A sombre social trag- 
edy is illustrated in the trial here this week of 
Tnomas Mullen for the murder of Patrick Maguire. 
On Feb. 14 last, Mullen being sick and dispirited, 
returned home from his work some time during the 
forenoon, and, going into a rear room on the 
second floor of his house, lay down to rest. 
He had been there only a few minutes 
before-he heard a scuffle in his wife’s bedroom ad- 
joining. His wife had been addicted to drink, 
and he often feared that she had yield 
ed to a worse passion,»and all his wild 
suspicions , swelled like .a yoleano as he 
rushed to her room and saw a man named 
Maguire leaving her bed. With a movement as 
quick as lightning, the maddened husband drew a 
knife and buried the weapon to the hilt in Ma- 


guire’s heart. Maguire, as the story goes, stag- 
gered to the stairs and tumbled down, as his body 
was found at the foot. He never spoke. Mullen 
immediately went to the office of the Chief of 
Police and surrendered himself. The friends 
of Maguire have been in a _ frenzy 
ever since. They claim that the murder was a 
cold-blooded one; that Maguire was not a liber- 
tine, but that he went to the house of Mrs. Mullen 
to search for his little niece, who, he feared, had 
gone there, and he did not desire that she should 
come in contact with the contaminating influences 
of that woman. They deny Mullen’s story that 
the killing was done up stairs, and claim 
that Mullen killea his victim where the body was 
discovered—down stairs. The interest of the trial 
hinges on this important point, Several doctors 
have been called to prove that it would be impossi- 
ble for Maguire to move a step with his heart cleft 
as it had been by Mullen’s knife, and others have 
testified that men have lived an hour under 
a similar condition. The heart of the murdered 
man was shown in court by Coroner Leet, and to- 
day Mullen’stwo children created a sensation by 
testifying that their father stabbed Maguire at 
their mother’s bedside. Mullen is a peaceable, in- 
dustrious man ordinarily, but his wife, by her dis- 
sipated ways, has led him a fearful life, and is now 
in prison on a charge of selling liquor without a 
license. The murder trial will last all the week.

“ TRUE AND FALSE PROTECTION.” 
To the Editor. of the New-York Times: 

Your admirable article in to-day’s Timzs— 
“True and False Protection’’—fully illustrates the 
folly and wrong of the outrageous tariff system in 
this country. There seems to be a most unfortu- 
rate conviction in the minds of the protectionists 
that all that is necessary to prosperity is to make 
an article artificially dear. I have endeavored for 
more than 14 years to show that, in the end, there 
is more real profit to manufacturers under alow 
than a high tariff. But the fact is that only a small 
clique of millionaire monopolists are the real gain- 
ers by the protected tariff system. And these have 
the power and the means to keep the abominable 
system intact. 

In regard to the woolen fabrics, which are pro- 
tected alithe way from 65 to 140 per cent., it will 
be interesting to your readers to learn what really 
the proportion of wages to the value of the manu- 


factured goods is. In 1870, when everything was 
inflated and the wages were the highest known 
in this or any other country, the proportion of 
wages to the value of the finished article was as 
follows: 

Woolen goods manufactured, valued 
Wages paid

Thus you will see to what extent the laboring 
classes in woolens are really interested in this out- 
rageous protection. Assuming that our wages are 
double that of the foreign pauper wages, it would 
follow that 9 per cent. is all the protection that the 
working classes in woolens need, whereas the low- 
est protection is about 56 per cent. and the highest 
140 per cent. The census report for 1880 is still in- 
complete, but the wages will, of course, show less 
than in 1870. ; 

The American tariff is full of pitfalls and swin- 
dles. Not only is it a direct incentive to smuggling 
and defrauding the revenues, but it has the ten- 
dency to make the most honorabie men become 
parties to acts that otherwise in the usual walks 
of life they would scorn to entertain. Look at the 
sugar duties. Certain foreign sugars of high sac- 
charine grade have been artificially colored, not 
here, or by American{citizens, no! but by foreign 
producers, in order to meet the color standard and 
come in undera lower rate of duty. This is too 
well known to admit of a dispute. The Treasury 
sought redress against this fraud by applying the 
same test that the buyers and sellers of these 
sugars use, namely, the polariscope test. The 
importers and refiners paid and still pay the duties 
under protest, holding that the Secretary has no 
right under the law to use the polariscope: and, 
to an ordinary mind, this looks plausible enough, 
and a jury decided the other day that the Secre- 
tary acted without authority. 

Of course, the Treasury will eppeal to the Su- 
preme Court, who may, after all, hold that ‘ fraud- 
ulent” colored sugar has no right whatever. But, 
in the meantime, let me call attention to the 
fact that the refunding of these supposed overpay- 
ments of duties are to be made not to the rightful 
parties who actually paid it, namely, the con- 
sumers. Oh, no. It is sought to take perhaps 
$2,000,000 out of the Treasury, paid in by the 50,000,- 
000 consumers, and divide it among a dozen of 
sugar importers and refiners. Now, let the most 
prominent men in the sugar trade be put on the 
stand and swear that they and not the consumers 

aid this supposed excess of duty. Of course, 

he can not and will not assert it. 
And yet these gentlemen, in fact, the whole sugar 
interest, representing men of the highest standing 
and wealth in the community, are ready to receive 
this rebate which was paid by the people, simply 
because it is tariff money, and the tariff 1s looked 
in ay as a great wrong and a great swindle. Hap- 
pily, $2,000,000 must first be appropriated by Con- 
8 before it is paid, and a strong light may be 
thrown on the ap me which may prevent this 
little “sugar grab” from succeeding, Still, enough 
isshown to demonstrate what a villainous institu- 


tion our present tariff system is, and how it tends 

to demoralize the best and noblest instincts of our

BOYS STRUCK BY LIGHTNING. 


FOUR LADS KILLED AND THREE INJURED 
WHILE AT PLAY. 

LovISvVILLE, Ky., April 28.—A most re- 
markablie accident occurred here at1 o’clook to- 
day, the result of which was the instant death of 
four boys and slight injuries to three others. It is 
the habit of the pupils of St. Antonio’s Catholic 
School to spend their noon recess at play on a 
common adjacent to the school building. Recess 
lasts from 12:30 until 1 o’clock. A sharp shower 
began to-day a few minutes before 1 o’clock, at 
which time seven lads belonging to the school 
were concluding a game of ball. The last 
strike had been made, and the lad who hit 
the ball made all the bases—a home run, 
As he touched the home plate, and while his com- 
panions were shouting around him in their excite- 
ment over his good hit, a vivid flash of lightning 
dazzled all who saw it. When persons in the 
neighborhood and others who were passing recov- 
ered sufficiently to look again at the boys, all of 
them were flat on the ground. Two persons who 


went to the prostrate boys discovered Ly = Bete 
senseless and that four were dead. The lightnin 

had struck the ground near the group and plowe 

a place five feet deep, making a round hole 
like the barrel of a rifle. The boys who were killed 
were Bernard Schuette, of No. 423 Rowan-street; 
John Pfalzer, of No. 262 High-street; Lee Fleck, 
of Twenty-second and Market streets, and Frank 
Snyder,ason of M. A. Snyder, of T'wenty-second 
and Jefferson streets. These boys were all Ger- 
man,and were in the same class at the school. 
Their ages were all about the same—11 or 12 years, 


Fleck was taken to his father’s grocery store, at | 


Twenty-third and Market streets. The bodies of 
Schuette and Pfalzer were carried to Campbell's 
tobacco factory. at Twenty-fifth and Main streets. 
Snyder’s body was taken to a shoe store opposite 
Fleck’s grocery. 

In addition to the boys mentioned, a youth 
named Pents, who was also engaged in the game, 
was seriously shocked. He was taken to his home 
in Grayson-strect, between Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth streets. It is not known whether 
or not he is fatally hurt. A large tree. said to have 
stood upon the spot where the calamity of to-day 
occurred, was struck by’ lightning several years 
ago. Schuette, Pfalzer, and Fleck were close to- 
gether when struck, while the lad Pentz 
and another boy named Laeder, who were shocked 
only, were 100 yards from the others. Snyder was 
nicked up near the hole in the ground, his ear 
| rae and with a hole in his head an inch in diam- 
eter, while his hair was much scorched. Fleck’s 
face soon became blue, and Pfalzer was marked by 
a blue line under one eye. Schuette was not 
marked, The lightning tore the clothing, hats, 
and boots and shoes from the lads, leaving them 
half naked. Their apparel was cut up like mince- 
meat, and its edges were much scorched. An old 
wire fence, cast away on the common, is thought 
to have attracted the lightning.

CASHIER HEDDEN ONCE MORE. 


AN INDIOTMENT CORRECTED IN ELEVEN 
MINUTES—A TRIAL FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 
TRENTON, April 28.—The fourth trial in the 

matter of the defaleation at the First National 
Bank of Newark, was commenced in the United 
States District Court this forenoon. The accused 
man was James A. Hedden, the Cashier of the 
bank, who has already been eonvicted of making 
false entries in the books of the bank to deceive 
the Government Examiner. There are several 
other indictments which have been found against 
him, two for embezzlement and several for con- 
spiracy. Those moved to-day were for embezzle- 
ment. District Attorney A. Q. Keasby prosecuted 
on behalf of the Government; ex-Secretary of the 
Navy Robeson, William B. Guild, Jr., and John J. 
King appeared for the defense. The first indict- 
ment was a general one charging the embezzlement 
of $100,000. The second one charged Hed- 
den with unlawfully abstracting $3,000, which 
he paid to William A. Thomas, without any consid- 
eration, out of thefunds of the bank. Mr. Robeson 
objected to the form of the indictment, as it did 
not aliege any felonious intent, and he, there- 
fore, moved to quash. Judge Nixon ruled 
that where there was a violation of the law the in- 
tent was implied. The District Attorney said he 
preferred to have a new indictment, and as the 
Grand Jury was then in session he would have one 
presented in 10 minutes, He then retired, and in 
just 11 minutes the Grand Jury came_ into court 
with the promised bill, which included the allega- 
tion of “‘intent.””, Hedden was at once arraigned 
upon it and pleaded not guilty. 

Isaac A. Lewis, the accountant appointed by the 
Receiver, testified to the result of his examination 
of the accounts of the bank and to the deficiency 
found by him. Edmund J. Smith, clerk in the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank of Newark; William W. Du- 
rand, clerk in the broken bank, and William H. 
Donaldson testified to the deficiencies; also, that 
Hedden and Thomas were the only officials who 
knew the combination of the safe. The Teller’s ac- 


counts were $40,000 short when the bank failed. 
The trial will be resumed to-morrow morning. 


KINGSTON’S BOARD OF EXCISE. 

Kineston, N. Y., April 28.—Some excite- 
ment has been caused here recently by an attempt 
on the part of the Common Council to appoint a 
new Board of Excise for the ensuing year. Objec- 
tion being made on the part of the members of the 
existing board, on the ground that they were ap- 
pointed for three years, and consequently hold the 
office until May, 1882, the Corporation Counsel ren- 
dered an opinion adverse to such claim. Promi- 
nent city lawyers took strong issue with him, how- 
ever, and obtained an injunction from Judge In- 
gails, restraining the Common Council from any 
any further action in the matter. This question 
was recently argued before Justice Learned at 
Albany, who has just denied the motion, thus leav- 
ing the Common Council free to make the new ap- 
pointments. Inasmuch as the present board grant- 
ed fewer licenses last year than formerly, and two 
of its members being prominent temperance men, 
the above decision is regarded as favoring the 
liquor interest, and the temperance people are 
making new efforts to counteract the movement.

Regarding the large reservoir in Central Park,, 
proper caution demands that it should be kept as’ 
nearly full as possible. To draw off the water 
from the aqueduct and again to renew its de- 
livery into the reservoir requires nearly three days; 
should a break occur the time consumed in re- 
airing it must be added to this; such an accident 
happening when the Park reservoir is largely 
drawn down might be far ‘more than an-incon- 
venience; in case of a large fire it might be a 
calamity of the most appatling character; the de- 
struction of property might easily in afew hours 
be far more than the cost of an additional aqueduct. 
‘Therefore it is clear that the supply of water in 
Central Park reservoirs should be maintained as 
near its maximum as possible, even if some locali- 
ties, such as high points in the ordinary service, do 
suffer inconvenience from ar. occasional deficiency.

| CASTING A MONSTER CYLINDER. 


— a 
FORTY-FIVE TONS OF MOLTEN METAL S8UC- 
CESSFULLY POURED INTO A MOLD. 
What is declared to be the largest steam-en- 
gine cylinder in the world was cast yesteraay af- 
ternoon in the Morgan Iron Works of John Roach 
& Son, at the foot of East Ninth-street. It is 18 feet 
long, 9 feet 2 inches in diameter, and required for 
its casting 45 tons, or 90,000 pounds, of gun-metal. 
It is intended to accommodate a piston stroke of 
14 feet. The metal in the thinnest part is 1% inches 
thick, and the flanges at the top and bottom are 
.25¢ inches thick by 534 inches wide. Under 
the top flange, the cylinder has a belt 
16 inches wide, another 6 inches wide above 
the bottom flange, and between these two 
three more belts, each 6 inches in width. The 
‘thickness of the metal at the belts is 244 inches. A 
.nozzle for the upper steam-chest is cast on the 


.cylinder, with an opening 1444 by 63 inches, the 
metal on the top of this nozzle being 134 inches :in 
thickness, and on the sides and- bottom 144 inches. 
The casting of this massive piece of work was done 
‘in a mold constructed of brick,and lined with loam, 
the outside being covered with heavy iron plates to 
prevent the matrix trom bursting when the molten 
}metal was poured in. The moldis constructed of 


It will,\there-~{:one cylinder of brick and loam within another, the 


space between them being the required thickness 
of the casting, the flanges, belts, and other parts of 
the work being accurately delineated in the matrix. 
‘Over half the mold was sunk in the solid earth 
which forms the flooring of the iron works. It re- 
quired the metal three hours and twenty minutes 
to melt, and the 90,000 pounds were then trans- 
ferred by the labor of 100 men to two huge tank- 
ladles, each having a capacity of about 15 tons, and 
two large crane-ladies. The tanks were connected 
with the mold by pipes, and the crane-ladles were 
attached to huge cranes. 
At 1o’clock, John Roach, who personally super- 
- vised the casting, gave the order to begin the pour- 
‘ing. The molten metal was turned into the mold 
from the two tanks on either side, and at the same 
time the two crane-ladies were swung over, and 
from all four a red stream of liquid metal began to 
flow into the matrix. The air in the room became 
so heated that it was with great discomfort that 
the few gentlemen invited to witness the casting 
were able to remain. Among the guests was Mr. 
‘Borden, the agent of the Old Colony Steam-boat 
(Company, and according to his timing it took pre- 
cisely two and a half minutes to complete the pour- 
ing and fill the mold. The operation was watched 
very attentively by Mr. (Roach and his foreman, 
‘and when it was completed, both pronounced the 
casting to have been successful. It will require about 
,ten days for the metal thoroughly to cool, and for 


several days it will remain red hot. When perfectly ° 


solidified, the upper part of the mold will be 
demolished, and the cylinder will then be dug from 
its resting-place in the ground. It is intended for 
the engine of a new iron side-wheel steamer, which 
Mr. Roach has contracted to build for the Olid Col- 
ony Steam-boat Company, to be added to the 
Sound fieet. The new steamer is to be larger than 
either the Bristol or the Providence, having an ex- 
treme length of 370 feet, and beam of 50 feet; over- 
guard, & feet. She is to be built on the double- 
hull,-bracket-plate, and longitudinal system, with 
96 water-tight compartments. Work on her has 
_been begun at Chester, Penn., and she is to be 
completed by May of next year. The two main 
shafts for the monster engine are being forged at 
the Morgan Iron Works, They areto be of wrought- 
iron, 40 feet long and 27 inches in diameter, and 
each will weigh 85,000 pounds.

,AGENTS OF THE TRUNK LINES SETTLING 


THEIR DIFFERENCES—OTHER MATTERS. 


The convention of Managers and General 
‘Freight Agents of thetrunk line railways and their 
,connections, which has been in private session for 
‘two days at the office of the Trunk Line Commis- 
“sion, No. 346 Broadway, adjourned yesterday. All 
of. the principal roads in the: committee, 
‘East and West, were represented. The Com- 
mittee on Classification of  Freights recom- 
mended someichanges, which were adopted, 
and will besmade public by the companies shortly. 
:The roads west of Buffalo, at points where the 


traffic is apportioned, met and adjusted some mat- 
ters of difference between themselves relating to 
the division of business. Commissioner Fink said 
-there had been no advance or reduction made in 
‘rates on through freights. .He also said that, 
no action had been taken in regard to the 
so-called freight-pooling agreement between the 
trunk lines. The existing compact provides for a 
pooling of the tonnage of freight in the competing 
‘trunk lines and a division of it by a fixed per- 
“centage between the roads. It has been rumored 
for some weeks that this plan was to be super- 
-eeded by ageneral pooling of the freight earnings 
and its percentage distribution, on the theory that 
‘a money division would make it the interest of 
.each of the associated roads to see that the others 
carried thelr share of the freight. Commissioner 
Fink said the story was an invention, and thet no 
— whatever looking to such a change was 
_ taken. 

A further advance in the formation of the South- 
western Railway combination was substantially 
concluded yesterday by an ngreement on a basis of 

-consolidation of the Iron Mountain Railway with 
the Texas and Pacific Railway. It was agreed to 
consolidate the two roads on a basis of not exceed- 
ing 5 per cent. difference on the stocks in favor of 
the Iron Mountain. This concession was made by 
the Texas and Pacific on the ound that the in- 
debtedness of the Iron Mountain Road is less than 
that of the former. 

The negotiations between Mr. Trenor W. Park, 
the Seligmans, Mr. McCullough, and other gentle- 
‘men, looking to the transfer of the Panama Rail- 
way to the De Lesseps Canal Company were con- 
tinued yesterday, but no material progress was 
made, and another conference will be held next

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STORIES OF A WAYWARD LIFE. 
“MISS. FREEMAN’ FOUND GUILTY AND SENT 


, TO THE PENITENTIARY. 

Mrs. Ellen M. Gardner, who, as ‘* Miss Ellen 
M. Freeman,” threw red pepper into the eyes of 
Howard S. Ingersoll, a manufacturer, was brought 
from the Tombs to Special Sessions Court yester- 
day for trial. Justices Bixby, Smith, and Flammer 
listened to the stories of both Ingersoll and the 
prisoner. Mrs. Gardner was dressed neatly, and 
was accompanied by her husband, W. H. Gardner, 
a book-keeper, living at No. 59 Downing-street. 
Ingersoll denied that he had ever taken the 


prisoner to his home in Brooklyn, and when 
her cross-examination was begun by Justice Bixby, 
he handed to that magistrate a large roll of manu- 
uscript, which contained the result of his investi- 
gations into her antecedents. It had been se- 
eured by considerable expenditure of money and 
time, and furnished a startling record of the cun- 
ning machinations of asmart adventuress. Ques- 
tions were put to the prisoner based upon the in- 
formation in the manuscript, and, while denying 
the truth of many of the allegations, she still ad- 
mitted traveling under aliases, and being with low 
persons and in localities in which the record showed 
she had committed improper deeds. The story of 
her life as given in the manuscript was a very vo- 
luminous one. 

When arrested, she claimed that she was only 
18 years old, which representation she made to 
Gardner when the latter married her, and said ber 
name before marriage was Ellen May Freeman. 
The allegations made on Ingersoll’s record, how- 
ever, were to the effect that her real name was 
Ellen May Stanley, and that she was near 30 years 
old. There is a reward for her apprehension 
offered in England, and she has been known under 
the names of Freeman, Cass, Babcock, Morrison, 
Clark, Harvey, and Morris. She was a bar-maid in 
England, and lived with a wine merchant, by 
whom she had a child, until she became ac- 
quainted with one Henry Roe, a bank mes- 
senger. She forged the merchant’s name to a 
check far £2,000, and, it is believed, secured 
the money through Roe’s aid. The latter, 
was concerned in an extensive robbery in an Eng- 
lish bank, and fied with her to Toronto, Canada, to 
escape the Police. Here she fastened herself upon 
& married man, who was a member of the Order 
of Forresters, and swindled him out of some 
money. She had previously forced Roe to marry 
her on the voyage to America, but he left her in 
Canada and came to New-York, she pursuing, 
meantime, her career as an adventuress with con- 
siderable success. She was very winning in man- 
ner, a ready talker. and as keen witted as those of 
her class usually are. She was accustomed to gain 
entrance into respectable families by taking 
situations as nurse, companion, or  lady’s 
maid or attendant. She had several male ac- 

uaintances besides Roe with whom she lived, and 
three of these, Moffat, Terwilliger, and Downs, 
were her accomplices in the assault upon and at- 
tempt to black-mail Ingersoll. She attempted to 
black-mail J. S. Kane, of Montclair, N. J., but was 
defeated and driven from his home, and then, 
through a ae advertising bureau, obtained 
a situation with the family of Mr. Henriques, the 
Wall-street broker. She told there the pitiful’story 
of shipwreck that had awakened Ingersoll’s sym- 
athies, but was soon discharged. Two of her 
overs visited Mr. Henriques after her dismissal 
and attempted to black-mail him, but as soon as he 
divined their business he droye them from his 
house at the point of a revolver. 

After this she lived on Long Island and in New- 
Jersey and elsewhere, gaining the confidence of 


‘other foolish men, but apparently making no fur- 


ther atte.npt at black-mail until she selected Inger- 
soll asa likely victim. After the assault she lived 
in Downing-street with the aunt of Gardner, and 
her suave manners and apparently affectionate 
disposition duped both the aunt and Gardner, the 
latter of whom married her on March 5, believing 
her to be as young as she said she was, and know- 
ing nothing of her antecedents. The marriage was 
peor so Gardner says, by the Rev. Dr. Park- 
1urst, to whose congregation Justice Bixby belongs. 
The latter was much astonished when he heard the 
clergyman’s name mentioned in_ connection 
with - the case, The prisoner admitted that 
she knew Roe, Cass, Terwilliger, Downs, and the 
others, but avoided all questions tending to draw 
out admissions as to the truth of the allegations in 
the manuscript record of her life. She admicted 
she had passed as the wife of several men to whom 
she denied being married. She declared that she 
was not married to Roe, and frequently put her 
handkerchief to her eyes and kept it there several 
moments before answering inquiries put to her by 
the magistrate. She walked slowly and with ap- 
parent difficulty from the stand when the examina- 
tion ended, and took her seat by the side of her 
young husband, who had heard her history hinted 
at by the line of questioning with a fiushed face, 
When she sat down Justice Smith arose and said 
to her: ** You are found guilty and sentenced to 
pay a fine of $250 and to one year’s imprisonment 
in the poem eoiggl Her husband led her to the 
door of the prison, and then left her. He said he 
had done his duty and clung to her until her his- 
tory was made known and she was pronounced 
guilty. He would now have nothing more to do 
with her. Lawyer Kintzing, his counsel, said his 
client would apply for a divorce immediately.

TRAINS TROUGH TO BREWSTER’S. 
COMPLETION OF THE HARLEM BRIDGE— 


TRAINS TO BEGIN ON 8U0NDAY. 


The bridge across the Harlem from the One: 


Hundred and Fifty-fifth-street station of the Metro- 
politan Elevated Railroad to the southern terminus 
of the New-York City and Northern Railroad is 
now completed, and on!Sunday will be thrown 
open to the elevated trains. By means of this con- 
necting link, passengers can hereafter be conveyed 
directly from Brewster’s Station, Lake Mahopac, 
and other points along the line of the new railroad, 
to the Battery. While the New-York City and 
Northern Railroad is practically completed to 


Brewster's Station, there is considerable grading’ 


to be done and some filling in, especially where 
long trestle-works have been built. Construction 
trains will necessarily occupy the road the greater 
part of the day untii this class of work {s finished, 
and for the present only a limited number of pas- 
senger trains will be run. The company expects to 
be abie, when the Summer seasou is fairly opened, 
to meet every demand of passenger traffic. By 
that time, also, they hope to reduce the running 
time between Brewster’s and One Hundred and 
Fifty-fifth-street to an houranda half. This, with 
the additional 45 minutes required to reach the 
Battery from One Hundred and Fifty-fifth-street, 
will make the schedule time between these two ex- 
treme points 2 hours and 15 minutes. The fares 
fixed upon are as follows: Single ticket from 
Brewster's Station to One Hundred and Fifty-fifth- 
street, $1 20; to the Battery, $1 25; excursion 
ticket from Brewster's to One Hundred and Fifty- 
fifth-street, $2 05; to the Battery, $2 15. The fare 
on the elevated railroad from the Battery to High 
Bridge will be 15 cents. The time occupied in mak- 
ing the trip wiil be 53 minutes. No time-table has 
yet been fixed upon for this High Bridge route.

THE TOWHY MALPRACTICE CASE. 
INVESTIGATION BY THE CORONER—‘‘ DOC- 
TOR’’ FRAZER IN THE TOMBS. 

William F. Frazer, the ‘‘ doctor’’ who is eus- 
pected of having been concerned in the malprac- 
tice which resulted in the déath of Mary Emma 
Towey, the young woman who died under peculiar 
circumstances at No. 241 West Twenty-second- 
street on Saturday last, was arrested early yester- 
day morning at his residence, Forty-third-street, 
near Fifth-avenue, South Brooklyn, by Detective 
Sleven, on Coroner Herrman’s warrant. He 
was brought to the Coroner’s office, and 


the taquest was commenced by the Coro- 
ner. The following _ testimon was taken: 
Patrick R. Towey, the fatherof the deceased, de- 
posed that his daughter was sick for afew days, 
when he called in Dr. Webb to attend to her, and 
on Saturday Frazer called and was with the de- 
ceased for 10 minutes. After Frazer left his daugh- 
ter got worse, and witness went for Dr. Webb, but 
the latter declined to come when he was informed 
that another doctor had attended. her. Within an 
hour orso afterward his daughter died. Frazer 
came to the house very often, and acted asa de- 
tective in getting some property in which the de- 
ceased thought she had 'a’claim. He prescribed 
for the witness and his daughter on several oc- 
casions. 

Charles Farwell deposed that he made the ac- 
quaintance of Miss Towey about a year and a half 
ago, when he was stage manager at Aberle’s Thea- 
tre. It was only a casual acquaintance, and the 
witness denied that there were any improper rela- 
tions between them, although he knew she was a 
woman of loose character. He was iatroduced to 
Dr. Frazer by her, and the Doctor seemed to take 
great interest in her, particularly about the time 
her child was born. 

Frazer, the accused, made a statement, in which 
he said that he had known the deceased for 18 
months, and was employed by her to search for her 
titleto an estate, whieh she said she owned at 
Forty-second-street and Eleventh-avenue, and she 
promised to pay him $500 if he recovered the prop- 
erty for her. From that time he saw her frequent- 
ly regarding this claim, and at various times she 
gave him sums of money amounting in all to about 
$40. He made a search,for the property, and in 
October last found that she had no claim whatever 
to it. It was a delusion on her part. He re- 
turned to her, at various times, about 
$18 of the money he had received from_ her. 
On last Saturday he ‘visited the house and found 
Miss Towey sick. He procured a bottle of citrate 
of magnesia, gave her half the contents, and drank 
the rest himself. Frazer asserted that there had 
been no imovroper relations between the deceased 
and himself. He (the witness) was not§a practicing 
no diploma, but he understood 
medicine—had studied in Boston, and was in the 
habit of prescribing for friends, or where immediate 
help was required. Frazer added that he had 
never been guilty of malpractice. 

The inquest was then adjourned, and the accused 
was committed to the Tombs to await the result, 
bail for his appearance not being forthcoming.

SUICIDE OF AN OLD WOMAN. 
FOUND DEAD IN A WATER-BARREL IN HER 
BEDROOM. 

A German woman named Wilhelmina Grun- 
wald, 72 years of age, committed suicide yesterday 
by drowning herself ina hogshead of water, after 
cutting the arteries at the wrist and elbow of her 
left arm with a pair of scissors. She occupied two 
small rooms on the first floor of the tenement-house 
in the rear of No. 124 Stanton-street. Her son 


Richard keeps a bakery at No. 125 Stanton-street, 

immediately opposite, and supported his aged 
mother comfortably. Her meals were brought 
from her son’s house, and the reason she 
did not live with him is said to have 
been her ungovernable temper, which caused 
trouble between her and her daughter-in-law. The 
old woman was in poor health, and suffered from 
insomnia. She had been recommended to take a 
cold bath every morning during the warm weather. 

There was no bath-room in her apartments, and 
she supplied its place by a hogshead, which she 
kept filled with water, and in which she bathed fre- 
quently. She dreaded the approach of the hot 
weather, and frequently said to the neighbors that 
she was tired of life and wished she was dead. 

On Wednesday evening she sent a daughter of 
one of her fellow-tenants for a pint of beer, 
and that was the last time she was seen 

alive. At 7 o’clock yesterday her daughter- 
in-law called at the house with her breakfast 

and on searching for the old lady found her dead 
body in a semi-nude condition in the barrel, which 
was almost filled with water. It was supposed that 
the old woman had been seized with a fit while 
taking her usual morning bath in her bedroom, and 
being in consequence unable to help herself, had 
been drowned, Whenthe body was taken from 
the water it was then that the outs on the wrist 
and elbow were discovered, and the fact that she 
had committed suicide was established. An ex- 
amination of the apartment showed that she had 
occupied the bed during the night. The water in 
the hogshead was tinged with blood, and behind it 
was found a dress covered with blood stains. The 
woman had on a skirt, and about her shoulders was 
drawn an old shawl. It was evident that she had 
cut Ler arm with a pair of scissors, and then getting 
into the barrel, crouched down until her head was. 
almost entirely covered by the water, and deliber- 
ately drowned herself.
